Mr. President: We, your Committee on Fish and Game, having had 
under consideration Senate Bill No. 20, respectfully report as follows: 
That Senate Bill No. 20 be amended as follows: 


By striking out all of the bill foilowing the enacting clause and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following material: 


Section 1. As used in this act, unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 


(1) “commission” means the Montana Fish and Game Commission; 


(2) “roadside menagerie’ means any place where one (1) or more 
wild animals, including birds, reptiles, and the like are kept in captivity, 
upon any street or highway, or upon land, public or private, in the vi- 
vicinity of any commercial establishment, for the evident purpose of exhi- 
bition or attracting trade, but does not include the exhibition of any ani- 
mal by any educational institution or in any zoological garden chartered 
as a non-profit corporation by the state nor animals exhibited by any 
traveling theatrical exhibition or circus; 


(3) “wild animal means any animal wild by nature as distinguished 
from the common domestic animals, whether or not such animal was bred 
or reared in capitivity, and shall include birds and reptiles. 


& 
(4) “director” means the director of the State Fish and Game Com- 
mission. 


Section 2. (1) The commission shall grant permits for roadside 
menageries or ZOOS. 


(2) The commission shall adopt and enforce rules for the housing, 
care, treatment, feeding and sanitation of animals kept in roadside mena- 
geries, and for the protection of the public from injury by such animals. 


Section 3. (1) It is unlawful for any person to operate a roadside 
menagerie without a permit. Application for a permit shall be made to 
the director on a form prescribed by him. The annual permit fee for 
five (5) or less animals shall be ten dollars ($10.00). The annual permit 
fee for more than five (5) animals shall be twenty-five dollars ($25.00). 
Permits shall expire on December 31, but may be renewed upon payment 
of the annual fee. This section shall not apply to the United States, the 
State of Montana, or any county or city. Any person who shall subscribe 
to any false statement in application for a permit shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 


(2) It is unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to own, oper- 
ate or control a roadside menagerie unless a permit has been issued by 
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the commission. Under no circumstances shall animals be acquired or kept 
until a permit has been issued. 


(3) No permit shall be granted by the commission until it has satis- 
factorily verified that the provisions for housing and caring for such ani- 
mals and for protecting the public are proper and adequate and in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act and with the standards estab- 
lished by the commission. 


(4) All permits issued under the provisions of this act shall be 
framed and publicly displayed at roadside menageries covered by this 
permit. A copy of roadside menagerie standards must be prominently 
displayed for public information. 


Section 4. (1) All wild animals held in capitivity at roadside mena- 
geries shall be confined at all times in cages of such strength and type 
of construction that it will be impossible for the animals to escape, and 
at no time shall any animals be chained or otherwise tethered to stakes, 
posts, trees, buildings, or other anchorage, or otherwise impeded from 
moving freely within the cage or enclosure except according to rules 
adopted by the commission. 


(2) All cages and enclosures shall be of sufficient size and height 
to give the animals ample space for exercise and to avoid overcrowding 
or escape. The length of the cage or enclosure shall be a minimum of six 
(6) times the length of the animal being kept, and the width shall be at 
least three-quarters (%4) of the cage length. For each additional animal 
housed in the cage, the size of the cage shall be increased an additional 
twenty-five percent (25%). Species requiring larger cage configurations 
or holding facilities shall be accommodated according to regulations of the 
commission. Each cage or enclosure shall be provided with a weather- 
proof den, nest box, rest board, perch, or shelter, and bedding as may be 
required for the comfort of the species so held in captivity and to pro- 
tect them against inclement weather. A suitable shield for protection 
against the hot rays of the sun shall also be provided. Where the natural 
climate of the species of animal being held differs from the climate of the 
area where the menagerie is located, provisions must be made to adjust 
holding conditions to the natural hapitat. 


(3) Substantial guard rails shall be constructed around all cages or 
enclosures to safeguard the public and the animals from injury. Cages 
and fencing shall be in good repair at all times, and gates and doors 
shall be padlocked. No nails or other sharp protrusions which might in- 
jure the animals are allowed within the cage. 


Section 5. (1) Regular feeding schedules shall be maintained. The 
rations supplied should be adequate and varied, and so far as possible, 
consistent with the food which is ordinarily eaten by such animals in a 
wild state, to maintain proper strength and healthy appearance. Food 
must be of good quality. Under no circumstances may the public be per- 
mitted to feed the animals, nor may food be sold to the public for this 
purpose. 


(2) Running water for drinking purposes shall be available in cages 
or enclosures at all times. Drinking fountains and other receptacles shall 
be kept clean and in a sanitary condition. 


(3) Proper signs shall be conspicuously posted on cages and en- 
closures requesting the public to refrain from feeding or annoying the 
animals so retained. The owner or operator shall periodically check to 
insure enforcement. 


Section 6. (1) All animals retained shall be handled in a humane 
manner and when afflicted or unsightly shall be removed from public dis- 
play by the owner or operator, and given medical attention, or be des- 
troyed in a humane manner. 
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(2) All cages or other enclosures shall be cleaned at least once a 
day and said enclosures and their surroundings shall be kept in a sanitary 
and attractive condition, free from offensive odor. 


Section 7. (1) Any animals with a propensity to fight, or which are 
otherwise incompatible, shall be kept segregated. 


(2) A menagerie permit cannot be construed as a commercial game 
propagating permit and the holder of such permit must not, under any 
circumstances, sell or attempt to sell any of the original game birds or 
game animals or the progeny thereof. A game propagating permit is 
required to propagate and sell game birds and game animals for com- 
mercial purposes. A fur farming permit is required to propagate and 
sell fur-bearing animals. All offspring of game animals, game birds or 
fur-bearing animals are the property of the state wherein the menagerie 
is located, and must be disposed of by the state. 


Section 8. (1) All animals retained at a roadside menagerie shall 
have been secured in a lawful manner, that is, from a licensed dealer 
within or without the state. Evidence of such legal possession shall be 
forwarded following acceptance of the application for such menagerie 
including receipted invoice, bill of lading, or other satisfactory evidence. 
Upon return, it shali be available for inspection upon due request. 


(2) It shall be the purchaser’s responsibility to obtain written veri- 
fication that the individual disposing of any animals was legally entitled 
to make the disposition. Such verification shall be maintained with the 
other records and made available upon request. 


Section 9. Each enclosure shall be labelled with the proper common 
name in English, of the animal or animals confined, for the information 
of the public. The letters on such labels shall be at least one (1) inch 
in height. 


Section 10. A complete, permanent record of all animals purchased, 
acquired, kept or sold, and all offspring birth details and such other 
records or details as may be required by the commission shall be kept 
on the premises, and shall be open to inspection by any state game war- 
den or other officer upon demand. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act shall be enforced by any state 
fish and game warden or any other legally authorized officer. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this act shall, upon conviction, be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00), im- 
prisonment for a period of not more than ten (10) days, or both, and at 
the discretion of the court the permit and all rights and privileges inher- 
ent therein may be forfeited. Any animals being kept in violation of any 
section of this act may be confiscated or ordered disposed of at the dis- 
cretion of the State Fish and Game Commission. 


Section. 12 Fines, bonds or penalties shall be administered and dis- 
posed of in accordance with the provisions of Section 26-1001. Fee ob- 


tained under this act shall be deposited with the state treasurer and 
credited to the earmarked State Fish and Game Fund.

Senate Bill No. 214, introduced by Deschamps, Northey, Hibbard, 
Cochrane, Bennett, Rosell, Dzivi, Flynn, RBroeder, McKeon, Lehrkind, Thies- 
sen: A bill for an act entitled: “An act amending Section 16-3302, R.C.M. 
1947, to provide a definition of the duties of the County Surveyor and de- 
leting that special provision for County Surveyors in counties over 20,000 
in population; amending Section 32-2803, R.C.M. 1947, to provide for the 
appointment of a Registered Land Surveyor, and to define the duties of 
the Road Supervisor, and to provide for separate budget; amending Sec- 
tion 32-2805, R.C.M. 1947, to provide for inspection by the County Road 
Superintendent; amending Section 32-2904, R.C.M. 1947, to include the 
County Road Supervisor.”

House Bill No. 25, introduced by East by request: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 87-117, R.C.M. 1947, and Section 87-118, 
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R.C.M. 1947, of the Unemployment Compensation Law by providing for a 
change of name of the Unemployment Compensation Commission of Mon- 
tana, and by providing for the establishment of two (2) coordinate divi- 
sions of said commission.” Referred to Committee on Commerce and Labor. 


House Bill No. 1389, introduced by Wayrynen: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act amending Section 4-116 of the Revised Codes of Montana 
1947; eliminating the requirement of a signed purchase order on purchase 
of liquor at state retail liquor stores provided that no delivery shall take 
place until the purchaser has paid the purchase price, and providing an 
effective date.” Referred to Committee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 86, introduced by East by request: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 87-145, R.C.M. 1947; by providing for 
reciprocity with other states in making collection of wrongfully obtained 
unemployment compensation benefits.” Referred to Committee on Com- 
merce and Labor. 


House Bill No. 24, introduced by East by request: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 87-145, R.C.M. 1947, by providing for 
a discretionary disqualification period of from ten (10) to fifty-two (52) 
weeks.”

Codes of Montana 1947, by adding an act empowering the Oil and Gas 
Conservation Commission of the State of Montana upon application, to 
determine the need for and to make orders providing for the operation 
as a unit of one or more pools cr parts thereof in a field; providing what 
any such order shall include; providing that no order shall be effective 
except after approval by eighty per cent (80%) of the parties involved 
within six months; and providing for the amendment of orders made; pro- 
viding an effective date.” Referred to Committee on Natural Resources. 


House Bill No. 127, introduced by Nugent, Steele, Newby, Swan, 
Whitney, Robbins: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 
11-2705, R.C.M. 1947 to provide that property owners adjacent on either 
side within the same block of an area for which a zoning regulation 
change is proposed may protest against the change.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Local Government. 


House Bill No. 158, introduced by Nyquist by request: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act relating to validation of judicial sales prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1969, of real property and curing defects or irrigularities in the 
issuance of execution, manner of making or conducting the sale, or in the 
recitals or references in Sheriffs Deeds.”

“An act to validate and confirm sales or dispositions heretofore made or 
attempted to be made by any county of any property in which such county 
had or claimed any right, title or interest, and all instruments of transfer 
or conveyance heretofore made or executed by any county, and to declare

Senate Bill No. 219, introduced by Lyon by request: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Section 46-801, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, providing that certain livestock may be moved across the state line 
without the inspection thereof by State Stock Inspectors, and providing 
for the inspection of such livestock by State Stock Inspectors without 
the payment of fees, and providing that, by the movement of such live- 
stock to another state, the owner thereof shall consent to the entry by 
State Brand Inspectors upon the land or premises on which said livestock 
are located for the purpose of inspecting the same, and providing that 
the recorder of marks and brands may issue a permit authorizing the 
inspection of such livestock under certain circumstances without the pay- 
ment of an inspection fee.” Referred to Committee on Stockgrowing and 
Grazing.

Senate Bill No. 285, introduced by Flynn, Sheehy, Gilfeather, Shugrue, 
Lynch, Reardon, Keenan: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to include 
as persons eligible for medical assistance benefits persons who are not 
eligible for federal programs because of their income and medically needy 
children under twenty-one years; to provide further the order of priorities 
of distribution of the funds among those eligible; including all children 
under twenty-one who are in foster care; and not requiring counties to 
reimburse the state for payments made on behalf of state operated medical 
institutions; amending Sections 71-211, 71-1516 and 71-1517, R.C.M. 19477.” 
Referred to Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


Senate Bill No. 286, introduced by Gilfeather: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to create standards for inspectors for the Montana Motor Vehicle 
Safety Inspection Program and to be under the direction of the Motor 
Vehicle Inspection Board of the Montana Highway Patrol: providine that 
program be financed through legislative appropriation; defining words and 
phrases; and providing that all monies collected by the board shall be de- 
posited in state general fund.” Referred to Committee on Highways and 
Transportation. 


Senate Bill No. 287, introduced by Brownfield, James, Rosell: <A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act providing for appointment of a coordinator 
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of vocational education in the Department of Public Instruction and pre- 
scribing qualifications and duties.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


Senate Bill No. 288, introduced by Reber, Dzivi, McKeon, Turnage, 
Sheehy, Reardon, Selstad, Mitchell, Northey: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to require life insurance companies engaged in business in the 
state to invest and keep invested in Montana securities or in Montana real 
estate a sum equal to at least seventy-five (75%) percent of the aggregate 
amount of the legal reserve required by the laws of the state of its domi- 
cile to be maintained on account of its policies of insurance in force written 
upon the lives of the residents of this state.” Referred to Committee on 
Banking and Insurance. 


Senate Bill No. 289, introduced by Cotton: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 75-3412, R.C.M. 1947, by providing that a county 
transportation committee cannot approve a bus route or direct a school 
board to establish a bus route to serve students other than those in the 
district administered by the school board except when that service is inci- 
dental to the service provided for the district’s students; and by providing 
that all transportation questions shall be settled between the school boards 
involved and the county transportation committee.” Referred to Committee 
on Education. 


Senate Joint Resolution No. 22, introduced by Rehberg, Bollinger, 
Brownfield, Thiessen, Mathers: A Joint Resolution of the Senate and House 
of Representatives requesting the Forty-first Legislative Assembly to desig- 
nate a bi-partisan committee for the purpose of obtaining an adequate 
field training site for the 163rd Armored Cavalry Regiment of the Montana 
National Guard. Referred to Committee on State Administration. 


Senate Joint Resolution No. 23, introduced by Goodheart, Bollinger, 
Cotton, Stephens, McKeon, DeWolfe, Nees: A Joint Resolution of the 
Senate and House of Representatives asking that the state entomoligist take 
resolute steps to reduce the danger of diseases spread by mosquitos and 
asking that state agencies assist in this effort. Referred to Committee on 
Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


Senate Joint Resolution No. 24, introduced by Goodheart, McKeon (By 
Request): A Joint Resolution of the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Montana to the Congress of the United States; to the Honor- 
able Mike Mansfield and the Honorable Lee Metcalf, senators from the 
state of Montana; to the Honorable Arnold Olsen and the Honorable Jim 
Battin, Representatives from the state of Montana protesting the enactment 
of Public Law 90-363 insofar as it changed the observance of Memorial Day 
and Veterans’ Day and asking that congress reconsider amending Public 
Law 90-363 by re-establishing the observance of Memorial Day on May 30 
and the observance of Veterans’ Day on November 11. Referred to Com- 
mittee on State Administration.

new members, requiring meetings every sixty days and giving the Governor 
notice thereof; requiring written summary reports by each agency regard- 
ing water problems in the state; delivering a copy of the reports to the 
Governor and requiring minutes of regular meetings.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on State Administration. 


Senate Bill No. 292, introduced by McGowan, Lehrkind: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend. Section 75-606, R.C.M. 1947, to provide for 
the appointment of a state geologist who shall be associate director of the 
Bureau of Mines and Geology; amending Section 75-607, R.C.M. 1947, to 
provide that the Bureau of Mines and Geology shall study geological forma- 
tions with special reference to ground water; and amending Section 75-610, 
R.C.M. 1947, to provide that the state geologist may go upon lands in this 
state for the purpose of making geological investigations in the pursuit of 
his duties.” Referred to Committee on Irrigation and Water. 


Senate Bill No. 298, introduced by Bertsche, Deschamps, Thiessen, 
Mitchell, Northey, Turnage: A bill for an act entitled: “An act providing 
for the creation of interlocal cooperation commissions to consider and pro- 
pose means of improving essential local governmental services in Montana.” 
Referred to Committee on Local Government. 


Senate Bill No. 294, introduced by Mitchell: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 66-1302, R.C.M. 1947, to allow opticians to dis- 
pense opthalmic lenses when ordered by an optometrist.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


Senate Bill No. 295, introduced by Mitchell: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 66-1316, R.C.M. 1947, to allow opticians to per- 
form mechanical work on opthalmic lenses ordered by optometrists.”

Senate Bill No. 297, introduced by McDonald, Dzivi, Sheehy, Stein, 
Folsom, Keenan, Lyon, Stephens: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to 
submit to the electors of the state of Montana the question whether the 
Legislative Assembly shall call a constitutional convention.” Referred to 
the Committee on Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations. 


Senate Bill No. 298, introduced by Stein, Boylan, Dzivi, Lyon, Haughey,. 
Sheehy: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified 
electors of Montana an amendment to repeal Section 1b, Article XII of the 
Constitution of Montana which prohibits diversion from the use for con- 
struction, reconstruction, maintenance and repair of public highways, certain 
taxes derived from fees, excises or license taxes relating to registration, 
operation or use of vehicles on the public highways or to fuels use for the 
propulsion of such motor vehicles.” Referred to Constitution, Elections and 
Federal Relations. 


Senate Bill No. 299, introduced by Dzivi, Gilfeather, Lynch, Moore, 
Haughey, Turnage, Mahoney, Sheehy: A bill for an act entitled: “An act 
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providing the effective date for rules of civil procedure and changes in 
rules of civil procedure promulgated by the supreme court; amending 
rere 93-2801-1 and 93-2801-7, R.C.M. 1947.” Referred to Committee on 
Judiciary. 


Senate Bill No. 300, introduced by Selstad, Dzivi: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to exclude dealers in boat, snowmobile, horse and utility 
trailers from the provisions of the motor vehicle dealers registration law; 
amending Section 53-118, R.C.M. 1947.” Referred to Committee on High- 
ways and Transportation. 


Senate Bill No. 301, introduced by Selstad, Hafferman, Broeder: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act to create a consolidated retirement system 
for policemen in municipalities under the metropolitan police law and fully 
paid firemen who are employed after July 1, 1969.” Referred to Committee 
on Local Government. 


Senate Bill No. 302, introduced by Dzivi, Rehberg, McGowan, McKeon, 
Mackay, Groff, Haughey, Mahoney, Manning: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to submit to the qualified electors of Montana an amendment to 
the Montana Constitution generally revising the judicial system of Montana 
by eliminating Justices of the Peace, Police and Municipal Courts, by 
transferring to the District Courts of Montana Jurisdiction over all matters 
presently being handled by inferior courts, by providing a new method for 
selection of judges by appointment rather than election, by creating the

Senate Bill No. 306, introduced by Moritz, Manning (by request): A 
bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to create a motor vehicle safety inspection 
division under the supervision and control of the Montana Highway Patrol 
Board; requiring highway patrol officers to administer inspection program; 
providing that program be financed through legislative appropriation; de- 
fining words and phrases; making it unlawful to operate defective or un- 
safe vehicles; exempting house trailers not operated upon highway from 
inspection; specifying items of equipment to be inspected annually and 
requiring obedience to inspection laws; providing reciprocity with other 
states; requiring board to designate, permit and publicize locations of 
inspection stations; authorizing board to revoke station permits; fixing 
fees for certificates, permits and inspections and providing that all monies 
collected by the board shall be deposited in state general fund; authorizing 
officers to require vehicles to submit to inspections; prohibiting misrepre- 
sentation as official inspection station or falsifying certificates; exempting 
certain vehicles from inspection; fixing penalties for violation of act; pro- 
viding for severability and repealing Sections 32-21-154, 32-21-155 and 32- 
21-156, R.C.M. 1947; providing an effective date.”

ing that state senators shall be elected from within senatorial districts; 
providing for years in which senators shall be elected and safeguarding the 
terms of holdover senators; providing that the Boards of County Commis- 
sioners shall act in cases where counties have an increase, or suffer a 
decrease, in senatorial districts; providing for appeal to the district court 
from any act or failure to act of the Board of County Commissioners under 
this act; providing that this act shall supersede the provisions of Section

unconstitutional; and providing for an effective date.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations. 


Senate Bill No. 309, introduced by Bollinger, Goodheart: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Section 1-804, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, as amended, to provide for reserve funds by airport governing bodies 
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in their annual budgets to allow resurfacing or overlaying of existing run- 
ways every so many years, based upon competent engineering estimates, 
and providing that said funds shall be expended at least within each ten 
(10) year period; that the total of said funds shall not exceed at any time 
a competent engineering estimate of the cost of resurfacing or overlaying 
existing runways, taxiways and ramps for each said fund of any one 
airport, providing for the investment of said funds in interest bearing 
deposits in a state or national bank insured by the F.D.I.C. or obligations 
of the United States, and providing that said interest earned from such 
investments shall be credited to the operations and maintenance budget of 
said airport governing body and declaring that said provisions are necessary 
notwithstanding other budget control measures due to the uniqueness of 
the subject matter and are in the interest of the public health and safety.”

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Education, having had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 85, respectfully report as follows: That 
Senate Bili No. 85 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title of the original bill on page 1, line 8, after the word 
“issue” and before the period by inserting the following punctuation and 
wording, “; providing an effective date”; 


And further amend the original bill by striking all the material follow- 
ing the enacting clause and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1. Section 75-3914, R.C.M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“75-3914, (1224.14) Percentage of electors required to authorize bond 
issue. Whenever the question of issuing bonds for any purpose is submitted 
to the qualified electors of a school district at either a general or special 
school election if forty (40) per centum of the qualified electors entitled to 
vote on such question at such election vote thereon and a majority of such 
votes shall be cast in favor of such proposition then said proposition shall 
be deemed to have been approved and adopted; provided, moreover, that 
if less than forty (40) per centum, but more than thirty (30) per centum 
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of such qualified electors vote on such question at such election and sixty

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 1 


Introduced by Gilfeather, McDonald, Keenan, Thiessen, Mitchell, An- 
derson, Nees, Groff, James, Boylan, Siderius, McKeon, Flynn, Hafferman, 
Bollinger, Cotton, Mahoney, Shugrue, Reber, Reardon, Lynch, Manning, De-

A resolution of the Senate of the state of Montana to the Montana 
Congressional Delegation endorsing Senate Bill No. 2618 to amend the 
Internal Revenue Code to prohibit persons who are not bona fide farmers 
from using losses incurred in their farming operation as an offset to in- 
come from other sources and urging support of that bill by the Montana 
Congressional Delegation. 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill No. 26138 presently under consideration by the 
United States Senate has the objective of eliminating the provisions of 
the Internal Revenue Code which grant high bracket taxpayers substantial 
tax benefits from the operation of certain types of farms on a part-time 
basis; and, 


WHEREAS, these taxpayers, whose primary economic activity is other 
than farming, carry on limited farming activities such as citrus farming 
or cattle raising, and, by electing the special farm accounting rules which 
were developed to ease the bookkeeping chores of ordinary farmers, show 
farm ‘tax losses’ which are not true economic losses; and, 


WHEREAS, these ‘tax losses’ are then deducted from their other in- 
come resulting in large tax savings, and the ‘tax losses’ frequently represent 
the cost of creating a farm asset which will ultimately be sold and the 
proceeds taxed only at lower capital gains rates; and, 


WHEREAS, the purchase and operation of farms for tax purposes 
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leads to a distortion of the farm economy in that it causes higher prices 
for farm lands compared to the prices which prevail in the normal farm 
economy, and the ordinary farmer must compete in the market place with 
these wealthy farmers who may consider a farm profit, in the economic 
sense, unnecessary for their purposes; and, 


WHEREAS, statistics show a clear predominance of farm losses over 
farm gains among high-bracket taxpayers with income from other sources, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Senate of the state of Montana realizes the importance of 
ordinary farming in the economy of the state of Montana and the desir- 
ability of protecting the farming industry from unfair competition and 
eventual elimination of family-type farms; and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Senate of the state of Mon- 
tana endorses Senate Bill No. 2613 and urges support of said bill by the 
Montana congressional delegation; and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the secretary of state be in- 
structed to send copies of this resolution to the Honorable Mike Mansfield 
and Lee Metcalf, Senators from the state of Montana, and the Honorable 
Arnold Olsen and James Battin, Congressmen from the state of Montana, 
and to ie Sheldon Cohen, Director of Internal Revenue Service, Washing- 
ton, D.C.

(1) “commission” means the Montana fish and game commission; 


(2) “roadside menagerie or zoo” means any place where one (1) or 
more wild animals, including birds, reptiles, and the like are kept in captiv- 
ity, for the evident purpose of exhibition or attracting trade, but does not 
include the exhibition of any animal by any educational institution or in 
any zoological garden chartered as a non-profit corporation by the state 
nor animals exhibited by any traveling theatrical exhibition or circus; 


(3) “wild animal” means any animal wild by nature as distinguished 
from the common domestic animals, whether or not such animal was bred 
or reared in captivity, and includes birds and reptiles. 


_ (4) “director” means the director of the state fish and game commis- 
sion. 


Section 2. (1) The commission shall grant permits for roadside men- 
ageries or ZOOS. 


(2) The commission shall adopt and enforce reasonable regulations 
for the housing, care, treatment, feeding and sanitation of animals kept 
in roadside menageries, and for the protection of the public from injury by 
such animals. 


Section 3. (1) It is unlawful for any person to operate a roadside 
menagerie without a permit. Application for a permit shall be made to 
the director on a form prescribed by him. The annual permit fee for five 
(5) or less animals shall be ten dollars ($10.00). The annual permit fee 
for more than five (5) animals shall be twenty-five dollars ($25.00). Per- 
mits shall expire on December 31, but may be renewed upon payment of 
the annual fee. This section shall not apply to the United States, the state 
of Montana, or any county or city. Any person who shall subscribe to any 
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false statement in application for a permit shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 


(2) No permit shall be granted by the commission until it has satis- 
factorily verified that the provisions for housing and caring for such 
animals and for protecting the public are proper and adequate and in 
accordance with the standards established by the commission. 


(3) A permit is not transferable to another person unless the road- 
side managerie or zoo to which it pertains is also transferred to the same 
person. The director’s approval must be obtained prior to such permit 
transfer and prior to a transfer of any wild animals held under the permit. 


Section 4. It is unlawful to obtain wild animals for a menagerie or 
zoo by capture from the wild or by purchase except in accordance with 
the terms of a permit. Application for such permit shall be made to the 
director on a form prescribed by him. After investigation by the depart- 
ment, the director may issue such permit without charge if he finds (a) 
that all provisions of this act and of the commission regulations are com- 
piled with by the applicant; and (b) that the number and species of wild- 
life desired is not excessive under the circumstances. If wild animals are 
to be obtained by capture, the permit shall designate the number and the 
means of capture, but ownership of the wild animals captured shall remain 
in the state of Montana. 


Section 5. A menagerie permit cannot be construed as a commercial 
game propagating permit and the holder of such permit must not, under 
any circumstances, sell or attempt to sell any of the original game birds 
or game animals or the progency thereof. A game propagating permit 
is required to propagate and sell game birds and game animals for com- 
mercial purposes. A fur farming permit is required to propagate and sell 
furbearing animals. All offspring of game animals, game birds or fur- 
bearing animals are the property of the state wherein the menagerie is 
located, and must be disposed of by the state. 


Section 6. All roadside menageries or zoos and all equipment used 
in connection therewith shall be open to inspection at all reasonable hours. 
If upon inspection it is found that the menagerie or zoo is not being 
operated in accordance with this act or with the commission regulations, 
the director shall revoke the permit without right of renewal and shall 
redeem possession of all wildlife obtained by capture or unlawful propa- 
gation. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act shall be enforced by any state 
fish and game warden or any other legally authorized officer. Any person 
violating the provisions of this act shall, upon conviction, be punished by 
a fine of not more than two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00), imprisonment 
for a period of not more than ten (10) days, or both, and at the discretion 
of the court the permit and all rights and privileges inherent therein may 
be forfeited. Any animals being kept in violation of any section of this 
act may be confiscated or ordered disposed of at the discretion of the state 
fish and game commission. 


Section 8. Fines, bonds or penalties shall be administered and dis- 
posed of in accordance with the provisions of section 26-1001. Fees obtained 
under this act shall be deposited with the state treasurer and credited to 
the earmarked revenue fund, fish and game account.

“Section 2. Every person of the age of [twenty-one] nineteen (19) 
years or over, possessing the following qualifications, shall be entitled to 
vote at all general elections and for all officers that now are, or hereafter 
may be, elective by the people, and except as hereinafter provided, upon 
all questions which may be submitted to the vote of the people or electors: 
First, he shall be a citizen of the United States; second, he shall have 
resided in this state one year immediately preceding the election at which 
he offers to vote, and in the town, county, or precinct such time as may 
be prescribed by law. If the question submitted concerns the creation of 
any levy, debt or liability the person, in addition to possessing the qualifi- 
cations above mentioned, must also be a taxpayer whose name appears 
upon the last preceding completed assessment roll, in order to entitle him 
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to vote upon such question. Provided, first, that no person convicted of 
felony shall have the right to vote unless he has been pardoned or restored 
to citizenship by the governor; provided, second, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to deprive any person of the right to vote who 
has such right at the time of the adoption of. this constitution; provided, 
that after the expiration of five years from the time of the adoption of 
this constitution, no person except citizens of the United States shall have 
the right to vote.”

WHEREAS, the great majority of students of the Montana University 
system are valued and respected members of our society, concerned with 
learning and with the improvement of our state and nation to a higher 
level of social, moral and spiritual values; and 


WHEREAS, students whose aims and goals are to develop a better 
society by lawful means are to be commended; and 


WHEREAS, students who advocate the transformation or advance- 
ment of a segment of society or the destruction of our society through 
force or violence are to be deplored; and 
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WHEREAS, the term “academic freedom” is sometimes confused with 
academic license by faculty members who seek to indoctrinate rather than 
to educate their students. “Academic freedom” is freedom of inquiry, 
thought, and expression. It is vital to an educational system in a demo- 
cratic society; but academic freedom implies a responsibility to encourage 
independent thought by students and to refrain from imposing on students 
the personal philosophy of the instructor. It does not justify the violation 
of law or the disruption of the education of others; and it does not justify 
the introduction into the teaching process of controversial matter which 
has no relation to the subject, and 


WHEREAS, in the past few years some college campuses in states 
other than Montana, have been rent with protests, sit-ins, sleep-ins and 
take-overs by minority groups and off-campus organizations which have 
disrupted the operations of the colleges, and 


WHEREAS, student disorders which disrupt the operation of a uni- 
versity are sometimes supported and encouraged by faculty members, and 
such disorders seriously and adversely affect the financial support of a 
pac by reducing the funds and gifts essential to healthy operation, 
an 


WHEREAS, although indispensable insights are often gained from 
students, it is with the faculty, administration, and regents of a university 
system that the final responsibility and authority for the operation of he 
university must remain, and 


WHEREAS, the state of Montana has endeavored to provide outstand- 
ing institutions of higher education, and 


WHEREAS, educational society depends upon rules made to protect 
individuals and the society as a whole. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That all programs sponsored by any unit of the Montana University 
system, be of the highest caliber and in the true spirit of learning, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that peaceful confrontations by in- 
dividuals or groups concerning social freedoms within a civil society be 
welcomed and recognized, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that rules which are essential to the 
operation of the university be proposed in a constructive manner by all 
those making up the university community, including administration, fa- 
culty, and student government members, and that rules so submitted and 
adopted be supported in both context and spirit by all, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that each administrator, faculty mem- 
ber or student who finds himself at odds with the life on any campus, so 
disliking it as to desire to disrupt or distintegrate it, has the moral duty 
to leave the campus and transfer to an institution more to his liking, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all disorders, demonstrations, and 
conduct by faculty and students that disrupt the conduct of classes and

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 2 
Introduced by Goodheart, Bollinger, Turnage. 


A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana urging elimination 
of the aid to families with dependent children freeze in the Social Security 
Act. 


Whereas, the Social Security Amendments of 1967 inserted a pro- 
vision in the Social Security Act known as the Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children Freeze which limits the federal matching funds for 
AFDC children, and 


WHEREAS, this provision of the Social Security Act will work a 
hardship on Montana and on other states, and 


Whereas, for the fiscal biennium 1969-1971, the state of Montana has 
found it necessary to budget $600,000 of state funds and $300,000 of 
county funds to offset the estimated loss of federal funds. 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved By the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That the 91st Congress of the United States is urged to carefully 
consider the hardship to the states caused by the “AFDC Freeze” and 
eliminate this provision from the law. 


Be It Further Resolved that the Secretary of the Senate is directed 
to send a copy of this resolution to the President of the United States 
Senate, to the Speaker of the United States House of Representatives, 
to the Director of the Social Security Administration. to the Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, and to the chairmen of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the United States House of Representatives, and to 
each member of the Montana Congressional Delegation. 


The President referred the foregoing resolution to the Committee on 
Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations.

equipping or enlargement of school buildings, teacherages, garages, or 
other buildings needed for school purposes. The reserve fund shall not 
exceed five (5) per cent of the value of the taxable property in the dis- 
trict. If created, the fund shall be held by the county treasurer and by 
him credited to the school district creating same, to be used for the pur- 
poses specified in this section and not for any other purpose. Whenever 
the county has under its control any moneys credited to the fund from 
taxation or from the sale of bonds by a school district for a building 
reserve fund for which there is no immediate demand, which in the judg- 
ment of the governing body of the school district it would be advantageous 
to invest in any interest-bearing deposits in a state or national bank 
insured by the F.D.I.C., or obligations of the United States of America, 
either short-term or long-term, such governing body may in its discretion 
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direct the county treasurer to make such investments. Interest earned 
from such investments, except interest on the sale of bonds accrued in the

clerk of the district shall immediately notify the board of county com- 
missioners and the county treasurer, and the board of county commis- 
sioners shall thereafter levy annually the tax necessary to raise the funds 
for the number of years specified. The funds shall be kept in the custody 
of the county treasurer until sufficient funds have been raised to com- 
mence the building contemplated by the school district. 


(3) At any time after the raising of a building reserve fund has been 
commenced by any school district, the board of school trustees may submit 
to the electors of the district, as provided by law, the question whether 
the board shall be authorized to issue bonds of the district for the balance 
of the building reserve fund. If both reserve funds and bond funds are 
needed for the purposes authorized herein, the reserve funds must be used 
prior to using funds for the issuance and sale of bonds. If the bonds are 
authorized, the annual building reserve fund levy shall be discontinued by 
the board of county commissioners when the levy is commenced for pay- 
ment of the bonds’.’’;

WHEREAS, every other member of the National Federation of State 
High School Athletic Associations is separate from the state department 
of public instruction because each state realizes that emotional and volatile 
areas, such as athletics, must be kept separate from, and not be an in- 
fluence in determining standards for, the more serious areas of education. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE

interim committee of the senate, two from each major political party, to

WHEREAS, the wholesome meat act is placing an undue burden on 
the small butcher shops and locker plants in their efforts to conform 
with the act, forcing many such plants to close; and 


WHEREAS, the required new regulations will prevent the farmer 
and rancher from having his own beef processed as has been the custom

WHEREAS, the taxpayers will be charged % billion dollars to support 
an additional 30,000 meat inspectors; and

WHEREAS, because Montanans feel the loss of the silver dollar and 
desire this coin to be placed in circulation and Montana’s economy will be

WHEREAS, either real silver dollars or cooper-nickel dollars circu- 
lated will outlast paper dollars and thereby cause a savings in the costs 
of distribution because of lack of replacement costs.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 78, respectfully report as follows: That 
Senate Bill No. 78 be amended as follows: 


Amend the original bill by omitting all of the bill following the en- 
acting clause and inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. Title and Purpose of Act. This act shall be known by 
the title of “Collection Agency Licensing Act’, and may be cited as 
such, Except as specifically provided for otherwise in this act, it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, or association to engage 
in or conduct directly or indirectly a collection agency business, as de- 
fined in this act, without having first secured a license therefore as 
provided in this act. It shall be a continuing requirement for operation 
of such a business that such license be maintained in good standing, by 
promptly renewing before its expiration date, and may not being sub- 
ject to any order of revocation or suspension. 


Section 2. Definition of Terms. As used in this act, the following 
terms shall have the meanings indicated herein, unless the context other- 
wise clearly requires that another meaning be intended: 


a. “Collection agency” shall include all persons, firms or corpora- 
tions, and associations directly or indirectly engaged in soliciting from more 
than one person, firm, corporation, or association claims of any kind owed 
or due or asserted to be such, for the purpose of asserting, enforcing, or 
prosecuting such claims. 


b. The term “collection agency” shall also apply to any person, 
firm, corporation, or association otherwise exempt by reason of col- 
lecting its own claims or accounts, but which uses a fictitious name or 
any name other than its true name, which would indicate to a debtor that 
a third person is processing such claim. 


ec. The term “collection agency” shall also apply to any person, firm, 
corporation, or association which sells, leases, services, or otherwise 
supplies to any person, firm, corporation, or association in this state any 
set forms or series of letters or other system for use in collection of 
accounts or claims, which asserts or indicates directly or indirectly that 
the claim is being processed by someone other than the creditor. 


d. This act shall apply to any person, firm, corporation, or associ- 
ation not otherwise exempt which solicits, accepts, handles, or processes 
claims of debtors for prorating and extension of payment, for a percent- 
age or flat fee or other valuable consideration. 


e. “Collection agency” shall not be construed to include regular 
employees of a creditor, banks or trust companies, savings and loan or 
building and loan associations, abstract and title companies doing an 
escrow business, licensed real estate brokers and agents handling claims 
or accounts in connection with their regular real estate operations, express 
and telegraph companies subject to public regulation and supervision, 
and accountants and billing services who only prepare and mail statements 
of account for clients, without use of collection letters or other collection 
methods. 
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f. Excluded from this act shall be lawyers licensed to practice law 
in this state, who do not operate a collection agency under management 
of a person not holding a license to practice law. 


g. Also excluded shall be any person, firm, corporation, or asso- 
ciation which shall be appointed receiver, a trustee in bankruptcy, or a 
member of a creditors’ committee, or an assignee for benefit of creditors, 
executors, administrators, trustees, or other positions or offices handling 
any account or claim under supervision of any court. 


Section 38. Collection Agency Board. There is hereby created the 
Montana Collection Agency Board, which shall consist of five members 
appointed by the Governor. Each member of the board shall have been 
a resident of this state for not less than five years immediately prior 
to such appointment, and shall have been engaged in the collection agency 
business in the State of Montana for not less than five years, and be 
engaged in such occupation at the time of his appointment. 


No more than one member of the Board may be appointed from any 
single agency, partnership, or corporation, or from any firm or corporation 
owned or controlled by another firm, partner, corporation, or major stock- 
holder. Any member of the Board who becomes an employee, officer, 
owner, partner or stockholder of a licensee having a representative on 
the Board shall promptly notify the Board, which shall declare his 
position vacant. 


The first members of the Board shall be appointed for varying terms 
of office, one for one year, two for two years, and two for three years. 
Upon expiration of the term of any member of the Board, a successor 
shall be appointed for a term of three years, 


In the event of a vacancy on the Board, it shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor of a member to serve the unexpired term of 
the member whose office has become vacated. A member of the Board may 
be removed as provided by law for public officers. 


Section 4. Board Operations. The Board may employ or retain such 
persons as necessary to carry out the provisions of this act, fix the 
salaries of all employees of the Board, and make or authorize such other 
expenditures as are necessary to properly carry out its duties and re- 
sponsibilities. 


All remunerations, expenses, salaries, and other expenditures provided 
for in this act shall be paid out of funds accruing to the Board from 
license fees and other income, and deposited in the Earmarked Revenues 
-Collection Agencies Fund of the State of Montana, for the use and benefit 
of the Board. The Board may enact and must publish such rules and 
regulations relating to administration of this act as they may deem neces- 
sary but not inconsistent with any of its provisions. 


Section 5. Board Meetings. The Board shall meet at least once an- 
nually. Special meetings of the Board may be held upon the written call 
of the chairman of the Board, or upon written request to the secretary of 
the Board, by any two members. 


The Board shall organize at its first meeting and annually there- 
after by selecting from its members a chairman, a vice-chairman, and a 
secretary, to serve for a term of one year, or until their successors are 
elected. A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum for any 
business coming before it, 


Section 6. Board Duties and Responsibilities. The Montana Col- 
lection Agency Board shall be responsible for administration of the pro- 
visions of this act. All applications for licenses provided for herein shall] 
be made to the secretary of the Board, who shall promptly refer them to 
the Board for investigation and action. 
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The qualifications of each applicant shall be investigated by the 
Board. The Board may hold a hearing upon any application, before 
granting it, but it must notify any applicant of its intent to deny his 
or its application, and hold a hearing thereon. Any applicant refused 
a license under this act may appeal from such decision of the Board to 
the District Court of the county in which his or its principal place of 
business is located. 


Section 7. Applications for Licenses. Any person, firm, corporation, or 
association desiring to engage in the collection agency business in this 
state, as defined in this act, shall make written and sworn application 
for a license therefore to the secretary of the Board. The application 
shall be made upon a form to be prescribed by the Board, and shall be 
accompanied by an application fee to be set by the Board, in form pre- 
scribed by the Board. 


Section 8. License Standards, Licenses shall be granted only to 
applicants who are responsible, trustworthy, and of good repute. No 
license shall be issued to any individual applicant not a resident of this 
state for at least one year, or to a partnership not having at least one 
resident partner, or to a foreign corporation which has not qualified to 
do business in this state. 


No license shall be issued to any applicant without a regularly 
maintained office in this state, or to any applicant who has been con- 
victed of a felony by a court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 9. Bond Requirements. No license shall be issued under this 
act to any applicant who has not furnished a satisfactory corporate surety 
bond in such sum as the Board shall prescribe, running to the State of 
Montana, for the benefit of all persons, firms, corporations, or associations 
who may be able to maintain a claim against the licensee. Such claim 
shall be limited to those of clients of the licensee, for money due from 
net proceeds of collections plus interest and reasonable and necessary 
attorney’s fees. 


The bond shall be conditioned that the licensee shall faithfully and 
truly perform all agreements entered into with his or its clients and 
shall within thirty days after the close of each calendar month report 
to and pay to clients the net proceeds of all collections made during the 
preceding calendar month, less only the charges for collection in accord- 
ance with the terms of the agreement between the principal and the 
claimant, except for monies the title to which is disputed. 


Section 10. Claims Against Bonds. Any claimant asserting a claim 
may file with the Board a duly verified claim as to money due to such 
claimant from any licensee, The Board shall give notice of such claim to the 
licensee by certified mail, specifying a time and place for a hearing there- 
on, not less than ten days from date of receipt of such notice, and if the 
Board finds the claim to be just and correct in any respect and amount, 
the Board shall make a demand upon the principal and the sureties for 
the amount found due, and if it is not paid within a time specified, the 
Board may bring action on such bond, 


Section 11. Issuance of Licenses. The license provided for in this 
act shall be in such form as prescribed by the Board. A general collection 
agency license shall be issued to qualified applicants. 


Section 12. Files and Records. No licensee under this act shall at 
any time destroy any records or files of active claims, or any closed files 
of inactive claims until a period of at least five years has elapsed from 
date of closing. No licensee shall remove from the State of Montana 
any or all its files or records, or dispose of them to any person, firm, 
association, or corporation except to a successor licensee, or in response 
to a subpoena, or to an official appointed by a court of competent juris- 
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diction for the purpose of taking over the affairs of the licensee, including 
a receiver, trustee in bankruptcy, executor, or administrator, or to the 
Board. Any licensee voluntarily terminating its business affairs, without 
provision for a successor licensee, shall deposit all of its files and re- 
cords with the Board. The Board shall provide by rule and regulation 
for the period of time such records shall be stored, for destruction of such 
records after a suitable period of storage, and for a return or release of 
the whole or part thereof to such party or parties as may have a legitimate 
interest therein. 


Section 18. Fair Trade Practices. No licensee under this act shall 
engage in the practice of law, unless possessed of a license from the 
Supreme Court’ of Montana for such purpose, and no licensee may 
advertise or represent that it will render legal services of any kind. 
A licensee may solicit items for collection from creditors, but such 
solicitation shall be limited to claims which have not already been placed 
with another licensee for collection. 


No licensee shall accept claims for collection which it knows to have 
been placed with another licensee, unless such claims have been re- 
turned by the previous holder, or other satisfactory arrangements have 
been made which will assure protection of the interest of both the creditor 
and the debtor. A licensee may take assignments for the purpose of col- 
lection, on forms to be approved by the Board. 


No licensee shall bring a suit in its own name, as the real party 
in interest, on a claim assigned to it, in any court unless it appears by 
a duly authorized and licensed attorney at law; nor shall any appearance 
be made in any court, by a licensee, unless such appearance is made by 
a duly authorized and licensed attorney at law. 


Section 14. Annual Reports. Each licensee shall be required to sub- 
mit an annual report to the Board, by such date and upon forms to be 
prepared and furnished by the Board. Such reports shall be in such de- 
tail as may be required by the Board, shall be verified by the individual 
owner, a partner, or a corporation officer, and the filing of the annual 
report shall be prerequisite to issuance of a renewal license. Confidential 
matter relating to specific debtors or creditors shall not be required in 
the annual report. 


Licensees shall furnish to the Board, within twenty days from the 
date of service, a copy of any complaint or cross-complaint in any civil 
suit relating to recovery of money or damages, or which alleges any 
act which would be a violation of law, served upon such licensee, to- 
gether with a detailed report of the circumstances. Annual reports shall 
show status and disposition of all such suits. 


Section 15. Complaint Procedures, Upon information from any em- 
ployee or member of the Board, or upon complaint in writing from any 
other person, the Board shall appoint some member or employee to 
investigate the complaint, in such manner as the Board may designate, 
and as appropriate to the circumstances. Written notice of all such com- 
plaint shall be given to the licensee complained of, with a request for a 
written response and explanation. 


Any member or employee appointed to make such an investigation 
shall be issued a letter of instructions and authority, and a copy shall be 
mailed to the licensee complained against. The investigating officer shall 
have access to the office and place of business of such licensee, and its 
books, accounts, records, papers, and files, upon presentation of his letter 
of authority. 


The investigating officer shall file a report in writing setting forth 
the results of his investigations, and a copy shall be mailed to the licensee 
complained against. Such report shall be confidential unless the Board

shall make an order approving release of part or all of the information 
contained therein. The Board shall also have power and authority to 
subpoena any witness or any records necessary to such investigation. 


Unless the Board finds no ground for complaint against the licensee, 
notice shall be given to the licensee of the charge or charges deemed 
to have merit, and of a hearing upon such charges, on a date and time 
ie be set by the Board, but with not less than ten days notice to the 
icensee. 


Section 16. License Suspension or Revocation. No licensee shall be 
suspended or revoked by the Board except upon affirmative vote of 
three members of the Board, finding a licensee guilty of a violation of 
some provision of this act, or of some rule or regulation of the Board 
enacted under authority of this act. Suspension or revocation of a license 
shall be made only following notice of charges to the licensee, opportunity 
ity to appear, to prepare, and to be represented by counsel, and to require 
witnesses to appear and to testify and to produce documentary evidence 


Any order of suspension or revocation shall not be effective until 
the first day of the month following the date of decision, and in no event 
less than thirty days from such date. Any licensee may appeal such 
decision within thirty days from the date of the order of the Board, to 
the District Court of the county in which the licensee resides or has 
his principal place of business, by filing with the District Court a 
petition stating the facts and grounds of such appeal, a copy of which 
shall be served upon the Board. The District Court shall not be limited 
to evidence produced before the Board, but may try the case anew. 


Suspension of a license shall be for a period of not less than fifteen 
days and not more than six months. Revocation of a license shall have 
the effect of cancellation of all licenses held by the licensee, and to place 
such licensee in the same position as one who has never held a license. 
A licensee whose license has been revoked may not apply for a new 
license until at least six months from the date of order of revocation, 
and such application shall be supported by good cause shown. 


Section 17. Renewal of Licenses. All licenses issued by the Board 
shall expire annually upon the first day of a month to be designated 
by the Board. Not less than thirty days prior to such date of expiration, 
the Board shall mail to each licensee notice of such expiration, together 
with application forms for renewal. No application for renewal shall be 
denied to a licensee whose application and annual license fee, surety 
bond and annual report, are received and filed with the Board prior to 
the date set for expiration. 


Section 18. License Changes, Upon any change of mail address from 
that stated in the license, or any change in the principal place of business 
of the licensee, or any change in the business name of the licensee, 
the licensee shall give written notice thereof to the Board within ten 
days from the date of such change. The Board shall enter the change 
in its records, and issue to the licensee a certificate of the change, which 
shall be attached to the current license. 


Upon any change or series of changes resulting in an aggregate 
change of more than fifty per cent of the issued stock of a licensee 
corporation, or of one-half or more of the partners of a licensee partner- 
ship, the licensee shall promptly file with the Board, and in no event 
later than fifteen days from the effective date of such changes, a written 
report setting forth the dates and details of transfer, issuance, or re- 
demption of stock in a licensee corporation or the dates of resignation, 
death, withdrawal, or dissolution of the partnership, as the case may be. 


Upon any change of ownership by a licensee owned by a sole pro- 
prietor, the licensee shall promptly file with the Board, and in no event 
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later than fifteen days from the effective date of such change, written 
report setting forth the date and details of change of ownership in the 
licensee firm, 


Upon receipt of such report, the Board shall order such investigation 
as may be appropriate, and shall set a date for hearing on transfer of 
the license with notice of not less than ten days to all interested parties. 
Such license shall not be transferred unless the transfer meets the re- 
quirements of this act. 


Section 19. Fees and Charges. The Board shall establish and publish 
a schedule of fees and charges to be made by it, under authority of this 
act. Before any such schedule shall be made in effect, or any revised 
schedule, notice thereof shall be given to all licensees by mail, together 
with notice of the date upon which such schedule shall be considered, and 
on which licensees may appear and be heard thereon. 


Such fees and charges shall be fair and reasonable, consistent with 
the needs of the Board for revenue, but not in excess of the amounts 
hereafter set forth:

Section 21. Penalties for Violations. Every person, firm, corporation, 
or association which in any manner violates any provision of this act, 
or any rules or regulations established hereunder, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 


Any person charged with such violation shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not less than $100.00 or more than $500.00, for 
a first offense, and for a second or subsequent offense, by a fine of not 
less than $300.00 nor more than $500.00, or imprisonment in the county 
jail for not less than ten days nor more than sixty days, or both, 


Any firm , association, or corporation charged with such violation shall, 
upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not less than $200.00 nor more 
than $500.00 for a first offense, and for a second or subsequent offense, 
by a fine of not less than $500.00 nor more than $1,000.00.”

Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1, Section 5, Article XVI of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. There shall be elected in each county the following county 
officers who shall possess the qualifications for suffrage prescribed by 
Section 2 of Article IX of this constitution and such other qualifications as 
may be prescribed by law: 


One county clerk who shall be clerk of the board of county commis- 
sioners and ex-officio recorder; one sheriff; one treasurer, who shall be 
collector of taxes, provided, that the county treasurer, shall not be 
eligible to his office for the succeeding term; one county superintendent 
of schools; provided, that the county superintendent of schools elected 
in one county may serve as county superintendent of schools for one or 
more adjacent counties if agreed upon by the boards of county commis- 
sioners as provided by law; one county surveyor; one assessor; one coroner; 
one public administrator. Persons elected to the different offices named 
in this section shall hold their respective offices for the term of four 
(4) years, and until their successors are elected and qualified. Vacancies 
in all county, township and precinct offices, except that of county com- 
missioners, shall be filled by appointment by the board of county com- 
missioners, and the appointee shall hold his office until the next general 
election; provided, however, that the board of county commissioners of 
any county may, in its discretion, consolidate any two or more of the 
within named offices and combine the powers and duties of the said of- 
fices consolidated; however, the provisions hereof shall not be construed 
as allowing one (1) office incumbent to be entitled to the salaries and 
emoluments of two (2) or more offices; provided, further, that in con- 
solidating county offices, the board of county commissioners shall, six 
(6) months prior to the general election held for the purpose of electing 
the aforesaid offices, make and enter an order, combining any two (2) 
or more of the within named offices, and shall cause the said order to 
be published in a newspaper, published and circulated generally in said 
county, for a period of six (6) weeks next following the date of entry 
of said order.”

Senate Bill No. 50, introduced by Haughey, Groff, McKeon, Turnage: 
A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to submit to the electors of Montana 
an amendment to Section 9, Article XIX of the Constitution of Montana 
which would permit the Legislative Assembly at the 1972, 1974 and 
1976 general elections, in addition to the three amendments otherwise 
authorized, amendments providing for the reorganization of the executive 
department of government.” 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 9, Article XIX of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 9. Amendments to this constitution may be proposed in 
either house of the legislative assembly, and if the same shall be voted 
for by two-thirds of the members elected to each house, such proposed 
amendments, together with the ayes and nays of each house thereon, 
shall be entered in full on their respective journals; and the secretary 
of state shall cause the said amendment or amendments to be published in 
full in at least one newspaper in each county (if such there be) for three 
months previous to the next general election for members to the legislative 
assembly; and at said election the said amendment or amendments shall be 
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submitted to the qualified electors of the state for their approval or 
rejection and such as are approved by a majority of those voting there- 
on shall become part of the constitution. Should more amendments than 
one be submitted at the same election, they shall be so prepared and 
distinguished by numbers or otherwise that each can be voted upon 
separately, [provided, however, that] Not more than three amendments 
to this constitution shall be submitted at the same election, except that 
there may be submitted at each of the general elections held in the years 
1972, 1974 and 1976, in addition to the three amendments otherwise 
authorized by this section, an amendment or amendments providing for 
the reorganization of the executive department of government which may 
include the revision or repeal of sections of this contitution relating to 
any boards, offices, and departments other than legislative and judicial 
offices, The reorganization of the executive department is a single sub- 
ject, and an additional amendment relating to that subject authorized by 
this section may be submitted to the qualified electors of the state in 
the form of a title clearly expressing its subject,”

Section 2. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of 
the State of Montana there shall be printed on the ballot the full title 
and Section 1 of this act and the following words:

or crops so crop dusted or sprayed or on which the fertilizer, pesticide

dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per acre for spraying or dusting wheat, 
and in the case of other grain or crops, such lien shall not exceed] the 
prevailing price charged in the particular locality in which such grain 
or crops [is sprayed or dusted.] are grown.”

Omit all of the new material establishing a state personnel system, 
other than sections amending existing statutes, contained in Section 1 
through 25, beginning on line 29, page 1 of the original bill and ending 
on line 29, page 19 of the original bill, and insert in lieu thereof Sections 
1 through 23 as follows: 


“Section 1. The general purpose of this act is to provide for a 
uniform, equitable and progressive personnel management system. for 
the state service, based on the application of merit principles. 


Section 2. The classified service to which this act applies includes all 
positions in all state agencies, department and institutions except: 


(a) officers and employees of the legislative branch; 
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(b) elective state officers, persons appointed to fill vacancies in 
those offices and their administrative staffs; 


(c) members of boards and commissions appointed by the governor 
or the legislature; 


(d) except as provided in Section 7 of this act, the agency head, 
one principal assistant or deputy, and one private secretary for each 
state agency; 


(e) all employees in the office of the governor; 
(f) judges of the judicial branch; 


(g) attorneys admitted to practice before the supreme court of 
Montana and serving as legal counsel for a state agency; 


(h) research and teaching personnel, and student employees, of 
units of the Montana university system; 


(i) members of «the teaching staff, and patients or inmates em- 
ployed in state institutions; 


(j) persons employed in a professional or scientific capacity to make 
or conduct a temporary or special investigation or examination; 


(k) officers or members of the militia. 


Section 3. The joint merit system established in 1940 by certain 
state agencies shall continue to operate under existing regulations, and 
the employees of agencies presently participating therein shall continue 
to be governed thereby and by the Joint Merit System Council, until 
the plans established under this act are determined to be in conformance 
with federal requirements. When the plans established under this act 
are determined to be in conformance with federal requirements, the Joint 
Merit System Council shall be dissolved, and all records and property 
of the joint merit system shall be transferred to the state personnel 
department. 


Section 4. There is hereby created the State Personnel Department, 
the executive head of which shall be the State Personnel Director, here- 
inafter called the director. In the department there shall be a State 
Personnel Board, hereinafter called the board, consisting of five mem- 
bers, with the powers and duties hereinafter enumerated. 


Section 5. (a) The members of the board shall be Montana citizens. 
Not more than three of the board members shall be affiliated with the 
same political party. 


(b) Members shall be appointed by the governor, and the first 
members shall be appointed within thirty days after January 1, 1970. 
Of the members first appointed, two shall be appointed for a term of 
two years, two for a term of four years, and one for a term of six years. 
Thereafter, each member shall be appointed for a term of six years, 
except that a person appointed to fill a vacancy occuring prior to the 
expiration of a term shall be appointed for the remainder of the term. 
Each member of the board shall hold office until his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualified. 


(c) The governor may remove any member of the board for in- 
efficiency, neglect of duty or misconduct in office, after first giving him 
a copy of the charges against him and an opportunity to be heard publicly 
before the governor. A copy of the charges and a transcript of the 
record of the hearing shall be filed with the secretary of state. 


(d) The board shall elect a chairman from among its members. 
Three members constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
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Members of the board shall receive $25.00 per day plus actual and neces- 
sary expenses incurred in attending meetings or in other commission 


business. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the board to represent the 
public interest in the application of the career service provisions of 
this act and the regulations adopted thereunder, and in the improvement 
of personnel management in the state service by performing and exercising 
the following specific duties and powers: 


(a) To review and approve regulations, employee organizational 
contracts, and certifications by the state personnel director of the proper 
and appropriate employee organizations. 


(b) To advise and assist the director on matters of personnel policy, 
administration and practice. 


(c) To cooperate with and advise the director in fostering the in- 
terest and cooperation of institutions of learning and civic, professional 
and employee organizations in the improvement of personnel standards, 
and the development of high public regard for the state as an employer 
and for careers in the state service. 


(d) To require the director to make or to make on its own initiative 
any investigation which it may consider necessary concerning the manag'e- 
ment of personnel in the state service. 


(e) In the application and interpretation of Section 2 of this act, 
to make the final determination of specific positions which are exempt 
from the provisions of this act. 


(f) To perform such other duties as may be expressly set forth 
in this act, and in the regulations adopted pursuant thereto. 


Section 7. The chief executive officer of the personnel department 
is the director, who shall be appointed by the governor within thirty 
days after January 1, 1970, and who shall be experienced in the field 
of personnel administration. The director and all other employees of 
the personnel department shall be in the classified service. The director 
may be removed by the governor or the board for cause, but only after 
notice and hearing by the board in proceeding substantially similar to 
those herein provided for appeals by other members of the classified 
service. 


Section 8. In addition to the duties imposed upon him elsewhere 
in this act, it shall be the duty of the director: 


(a) To apply and carry on this act and the regulations adopted 
thereunder. 


(b) To attend meetings of the board and to act as its secretary 
and keep minutes of its proceedings. 


(c) To establish and maintain a roster of all employees in the 
classified service, in which there shall be set forth as to each employee, 
the class title, pay or status, and other pertinent data. 


(d) To appoint such employees of the department and such ex- 
perts, attorneys and special assistants as may be necessary to carry 
out effectively the provisions of this act. 


(e) To foster and develop, in cooperation with appointing authorities 
and others, programs for the improvement of employee effectiveness, 
including training, safety, health, counseling and welfare. 
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(f) To encourage and exercise leadership in the development of 
effective personnel administration within the several state agencies, de- 
partments and institutions. 


(g) To advise and consult with personnel managers in the various 
state agencies. 


(h) To recognize and negotiate with employee organizations. 
(i) To make biennial reports and recommendations to the governor. 


(j) To perform such other lawful acts as he may consider necessary 
or desirable to carry out the purposes and provisions of this act. 


Section 9. The director shall prepare and submit to the board 
proposed rules and regulations for the classified service. He shall give 
reasonable notice thereof to the heads of all agencies, departments, in- 
stitutions, and employee organizations affected thereby, and they shall 
be given an opportunity, upon request, to appear before the board and 
present their views thereon. Amendments thereto shall be made in the 
same manner. The rules and regulations shall provide: 


(a) For a single, integrated classification plan covering all positions 
in the state service except those expressly exempt from the provisions 
hereof, which shall group all positions into defined classes containing 
a descriptive class title and a code identifying each class, and which shall 
be based upon similarity of duties performed and responsibilities assumed, 
so that the same qualifications may reasonably be required for and the 
same schedule of pay may be equitably applied to all positions in the 
same class. After the classification plan has been approved, the di- 
rector shall be responsible for the administration and maintenance of 
the plan and for the allocation of each classified position. Any employee 
affected by the allocation of a position to a class shall, upon request, 
be given a reasonable opportunity to be heard thereon by the director. 


(b) For a compensation plan for all employees in the classified 
service, comprising salary schedules, hours of work, premium payments, 
special allowances, and fringe benefits, considering the amount of money 
available, the prevailing rates of pay in government and private em- 
ployment in the locality of the agency or institution, the cost of living, 
the level of each class of position in the classification plan, and other 
relevant factors. Initial, intervening, and maximum rates of pay and 
longevity allowance for each class shall be established to provide for 
steps in salary advancement without change of duty in recognition of 
demonstrated quality of service and length of service. The compensation 
plan and amendments thereto shall in no way limit the authority of the 
legislative assembly relative to appropriations for salary and wage ex- 
penditures. 


(c) For open competitive examinations to test the relative fitness 
of applicants for the respective positions. Such examinations need not 
be held until after the rules and regulations have been adopted, but shall 
be held not later than one year after the effective date of this act. The 
rules and regulations shall provide for the public announcement of the 
holding of examinations, and shall authorize the director to prescribe 
examination procedures and to place the names of successful candidates 
on existing eligible lists in accordance with their respective rating. Ex- 
aminations may be assembled or unassembled and may include various ex- 
amining techniques such as rating, training and experience, written 
tests, oral interviews, recognition of professional licensing, performance 
tests, investigations and any other measure of ability to perform the 
duties of the position. Examinations shall be scored objectively and 
employment registers shall be established in order of final score. Certifi- 
cation of eligibility for appointment to vacancies shall be in accordance 
with a formula which limits selection by the hiring department from 
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among the five top-ranking available eligibles, but which also permits 
selective certification under appropriate conditions as prescribed in the 


rules and regulations. 


(d) For promotions which may give appropriate consideration to 
the applicant’s qualifications, which shall be demonstrated by competitive 
examination, and to his record of performance and seniority. Vacancies 
shall be filled by promotion whenever practicable and in the best interest 
of the service, and preference may be given to employees within the 
department in which the vacancy occurs. 


(e) For the rejection of candidates who fail to comply with reasonable 
requirements of the director in regard to such factors as age, physical 
condition, training and experience, or who are addicted to alcohol or 
narcotics, or who have attempted any deception or fraud in connection 
with an examination. 


(f) Prohibiting disqualification of any person from taking an 
examination, from the appointment to a position, from promotion or 
from holding a position because of race or national origin, political or 
religious opinions or affiliations, or other factors which have no bearing 
upon the individual’s fitness to hold the position. 


(¢g) For a period of probation not to exceed one year before ap- 
pointment or promotion may be made complete, and during which period 
a probationer may, with the consent of the director, be discharged or 
reduced in class or rank, or replaced on the eligible list. The rules shall 
provide that a probationer shall be dropped from the payroll at the 
expiration of his probationary period, if within ten days prior thereto 
the department head notifies the director in writing that the services 
of the employee have been unsatisfactory. 


(h) For emergency employment for not more than thirty days with 
or without examination, with the consent of the director. 


(i) For provisional employment without competitive examination 
when there is no appropriate eligible list available. No such provisional 
employment shall continue longer than six months, nor shall successive 
provisional appointments be allowed, except during the first year after 
the effective date of this act, in order to avoid stoppage of orderly con- 
duct of the business of the state. 


(j) For transfer from a position in one department to a similar 
position in another department involving similar qualifications, duties, 
responsibilities and salary ranges. 


(k) For lay-off by reason of lack of funds or work, or abolition of 
the position, or material change in duties or organization, and for re- 
employment of employees so laid off, giving consideration in both lay-off 
and re-employment to seniority in service. 


(1) For discharge or reduction in rank or grade after appointment 
or promotion is completed only for cause, after the person to be dis- 
charged or reduced has been presented with the reasons for such dis- 
charge or reduction stated in writing, and has been allowed a rea- 
sonable time to reply thereto in writing or, upon request, to appear 
personally and reply to the head of the department. The statement 
a eee and the reply shall be filed as a public record with the 
irector. 


_(m) For the method of determining certifications of appropriate 
units in the conduct of elections by secret ballot for the purpose of 
determining the authorized representative for the employee organization. 


(n) For hours of work, holidays and attendance regulations in 
the various classes of positions in the classified service; for annual, 
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sick and special leaves of absence, with or without pay, or at reduced 
pay. 


(o) For cooperation with the governmental agencies of local juris- 
dictions within the state whose merit systems operate in conformity 
with the standards established hereunder, and for the establishment 
and administration of joint examinations and joint eligibility lists when 
the director may deem the same advisable. Also, for the inclusion with- 
in the classified service of such employees of local Bee ts as may 
be required by federal law to be so classified. 


(p) For other regulations not inconsistent with this act, which may 
be necessary for its effective implementation. 


Section 10. (a) No state personnel, fiscal or other officer shall make 
or approve or take any part in making or approving any payment for 
personal service to any person holding a position in the classified service, 
unless the payroll voucher or account of such pay bears the certification 
of the director or of his authorized agent in the manner he may prescribe, 
that the persons named therein have been appointed and employed in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, and the rules and regulations 
adopted hereunder. 


(b) The director may, for proper cause, withhold certification from 
a specific item or items thereon. The director shall provide that certifi- 
cation of payrolls be made at least once every six months and such 
certification shall remain in effect except in the case of an officer or 
employee whose status has changed after the last certification of his 
payroll. In the latter case, no voucher for payment of salary to such 
officer or employee shall be issued or payment of salary made without 
further certification by the director. 


Section 11. (a) An employee in the classified service who has 
completed his probationary period shall have permanent tenure until 
he resigns voluntarily or is separated in accordance with the rules and 
regulations governing retirement, dismissal or lay-off. 


(b) <A probationary appointee shall have probationary tenure until 
he resigns or is separated in accordance with the rules and regulations 
governing termination of employment of a probationary employee. 


(c) An employee in the classified service with a provisional, tem- 
porary or emergency appointment shall have no tenure under that ap- 
pointment and may be separated from employment by his appointing 
authority without any right of appeal. 


Section 12. The provisions of Section 77-501 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana 1947, shall apply to all positions in the classified service. 


Section 18. (a) An appointing authority may dismiss any per- 
manent classified employee for cause, and for disciplinary purposes 
may suspend without pay a permanent classified employee for a period 
not to exceed thirty days within any one calendar year, but no per- 
manent employee in the classified service shall be dismissed for political, 
religious or racial reasons. 


(b) Any employee so dismissed, or suspended may request in 
writing within thirty days after receipt of such notification a hearing 
before the board to determine the reasonableness of such action and the 
board shall grant the employee a hearing within forty-five days after 
receipt of such request. 


(c) After the hearing and consideration of the evidence for and 
against a suspension of longer than fifteen days, the board shall approve 
or disapprove such action, and in the event of a disapproval the board 
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shall order the reinstatement of the employee and the payment to the 
employee of such salary as has been lost by reason of such suspension. 


(d) After the hearing and consideration of the evidence for and 
against a dismissal the board shall approve or disapprove such action 
and may make any of the following appropriate orders: (i) order the 
reinstatement of the employee and the payment to the employee of 
such salary as has been lost by reason of such dismissal; (ii) sustain 
the dismissal of such employee, unless the board finds that the dismissal 
was based upon political, racial or religious reasons, in which case 
it shall order the reinstatement of the employee and the payment to 
the employee of such salary as has been lost by reason of such dis- 
missal; (iii) except as provided above, the board may sustain the 
dismissal, but may order the name of the dismissed employee returned to 
the appropriate eligible list, or may take steps to effect the transfer 
of such employee to a comparable position in another department. 


(e) The board shall establish such rules as may be necessary to 
give effect to the provisions of this section. 


Section 14. (a) The board and the director may issue subpoenas 
to compel the attendance at such place as may be designated in the 
state of witnesses and the production of books and papers pertinent 
to any inquiry or investigation authorized by this act; or may take de- 
positions of witnesses. Subpoenas shall also be issued at the request of 
the parties to the proceedings. The board or any member thereof, or 
the director, may administer oaths and take testimony. The board or 
director may examine such public records as they require in relation 
to any matter to which they have authority to investigate. All officers 
and other persons shall attend and testify when required to do so by the 
board or by the director. 


(b) In case of refusal to any person to comply with any subpoena 
issued hereunder or to testify to any matter regarding which he may be 
lawfully interrogated, the district court in the county of the residence 
of the witness may, on application of any one of the members of the 
board, or of the director, issue an order requiring such person to comply 
with such subpoena and to testify; and any failure to obey such order 
of the court may be punished by the court as contempt thereof. 


(c) Each person who appears before the board or the director by order 
shall receive for his attendance, fees and mileage provided for witnesses 
in civil actions in the district court, which fees and mileage shall be 
audited and paid by the state upon presentation of proper vouchers. 


(d) The board and the director, in conducting hearings and in- 
vestigations in accordance with the provisions of this act, shall not be 
bound by the technical rules of evidence. 


Section 15. Any employee holding a position in the classified service 
who has completed his probationary period, shall be continued in his 
position in the classified service without examination. The salary of such 
employee shall not be reduced as a result of the adoption of the classifi- 
cation plan or the compensation plan. 


Section 16. The head of any agency, department, institution, or 
the authorized representative of any employee organization, shall be en- 
titled, upon request, to a hearing before the board for the purpose of 
reviewing any action taken or proposed to be taken by the director. 
In all such cases, the hearing shall be conducted within forty-five days 
after the request is made and the proceedings shall be substantially 
similar to those herein provided for appeals by members of the classifed 
service. 
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Section 17. All officers and employees of the state shall comply 
with and aid in all proper ways in carrying out the provisions of this 
act and the rules and regulations thereunder. All officers and employees 
shall furnish any records or information which the director or the 
board may request for the purpose of performing their duties under this 
act. The personnel records of agencies employing persons in the classified 
service shall be open to the inspection of -the director and the board. 
All officers and employees of the state shall allow the department the 
reasonable use of facilities under their control, and shall furnish heat, 
light and furniture, for any examination, hearing or investigation author- 
ized by this act. 


Section 18. (a) No person shall be appointed or promoted to, or 
demoted or dismissed from any position in the classified service, or in 
any way favored or discriminated against with respect to employment 
in the classified service because of his political or religious opinions 
or affiliations or race. 


(b) No person shall use or promise to use, directly or indirectly, 
any official authority or influence, whether possessed or anticipated, 
to secure or attempt to secure for any person an appointment or advant- 
age in appointment to a position in the classified service, or an increase 
in pay or other advantage in employment in any such position, for the 
purpose of influencing the vote or political action of any person, or 
for any consideration. 


(c) Solicitation for or payment to any partisan political organi- 
zation or for any partisan political purpose of any compulsory assess- 
ment or involuntary contribution is prohibited. No person shall solicit 
on state property any contribution to be used for partisan political pur- 
poses. 


Nothing in this section shall prohibit appointment, nomination or 
election to part time public office in a political subdivision of the state 
when the holding of such office is not incompatible with, nor substantially 
interferes with, the discharge of official duties in state employment. 


For persons employed in state agencies the operation of which is 
financed in total or in part by federal grant-in-aid funds political activity 
will be regulated by the rules and regulations of the United States civil 
service commission. 


(d) No person shall make any false statement, certificate, mark, 
rating or report with regard to any test, certification or appointment 
made under any provision of this act or in any manner commit or 
attempt to commit any fraud preventing the impartial execution of 
this act and the rules. 


(e) No person shall, directly or indirectly, give, render, pay, offer, 
solicit or accept any money, service or other valuable consideration for 
or on account of any appointment, proposed appointment, promotion or 
proposed promotion to, or any advantage in, a position in the classified 
service. 


(f) No employee of the department, examiner, or other person shall 
defeat, decieve or obstruct any person in his right to examination, 
eligibility, certification or appointment under this act, or furnish to 
any person any special or secret information for the purpose of effecting 
the right or prospects of any person with respect to employment in 
the classified service. 


Section 19. Any person who willfully violates any provision of this 
act or of the rules and regulations adopted hereunder shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
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Section 20. It is the intent of the legislative assembly that the 
provisions of this act shall extend to all employees of all state agencies 
and institutions except those expressly excluded or exempted in this 
act, and that specified statutes authorizing state agencies, departments 
or institutions to hire, remove or set the compensation of employees shall 
not be interpreted as excluding or exempting such agencies, departments 
and institutions, and the employees thereof, from the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 21. Whenever federal merit system standards are applicable 
to a state program financed in whole or in part by federal funds, rules 
shall be established by the board to the extent necessary to apply such 
standards to personnel administration in such grant-in-aid program and 
the positions and employees therein. 


Section 22. Nothing in this act shall be construed to restrict or 
impair whatever rights state employees now have to organize and engage 
collectively in the resolution of grievances and disputes. Nor shall this 
act be construed to abrogate or modify any rights which state employees 
or their organizations now have by contract with the State of Montana, 
or any department or institution thereof, either individually or as mem- 
bers of any employee organization. 


Section 23. If any part of this act is invalid, all valid parts that 
are severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of this 
act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in 
effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid ap- 
plications.

(2) For schools with an ANB of ten (10) pupils, but less than 
eighteen (18) pupils, the maximum shall be [sixty-four hundred seventy- 
two dollars ($6,472)] seven thousand fifty-five dollars ($7,055) plus [one 
hundred ninety-one dollars ($191)] two hundred eight dollars ($208) 
per pupil on the basis of the average number belonging over nine (9). 


(8) For schools with an ANB of eighteen (18) pupils and employing 
one (1) teacher, the maximum shall be [eighty-one hundred eighty-seven 
dollars ($8,187)] eighty-nine hundred twenty-four dollars ($8,924) plus 
[seventy-six dollars ($76)] eighty-three dollars ($83) per pupil on the 
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basis of the average number belonging over eighteen (18), not to exceed 
an ANB over twenty-five (25). 


(4) For schools with an ANB of eighteen (18) pupils and employing 
two (2) full-time teachers, the maximum shall be [fourteen thousand 
seven hundred four dollars ($14,704)] sixteen thousand twenty-seven 
dollars ($16,027) plus [seventy-six dollars ($76)] eighty-three dollars 
($83) per pupil on the basis of the average unmber belonging over 
eighteen (18), not to exceed an ANB over fifty (50). 


(5) For schools having an ANB in excess of forty (40) the maximum 
on the basis of the total pupils (ANB) in the district for elementary 
pupils will be as follows: 


For a school having an ANB of more than forty (40) and employing a 
minimum of three (3) teachers, the maximum of [five hundred eighteen 
dollars ($518)] five hundred sixty-five dollars ($565) shall be decreased 
at the rate of [thirty-nine cents ($.89)] forty-two cents ($.42) for each 
additional pupil until the total number (ANB) shall have reached a 
total of one hundred (100) pupils, For a school having an ANB of more 
than one hundred (100) pupils, the maximum of [four hundred ninety-five 
dollars ($495)] five hundred thirty-nine dollars and eighty cents ($539.80) 
shall be decreased at the rate of [forty-six cents ($.46)] fifty cents ($.50) 
for each additional pupil until the ANB shall have reached three hundred 
(300) pupils. For a school having an ANB of more than three hundred 
(300) pupils, the maximum shall not exceed [four hundred two dollars and 
twenty-five cents ($402.25)] four hundred thirty-nine dollars and eighty 
cents ($439.80) for each pupil; provided that the maximum per pupil, for 
all pupils, ANB, shall figure on the basis of the amount allowed herein 
on account of the last eligible pupil, ANB, and provided further that all 
schools operated within the incorporated limits of a city or town shall 
be treated as a school unit for the purpose of this schedule. 


The maximum per pupil for all pupils (ANB) and for all schools shall 
be computed on the basis of the amount allowed herein on account of 
the last eligible pupil, ANB.’ 


“Section 2. Section 75-4518.1, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘75-4518.1. Reduction in budget by budget board—allowance of addi- 
tional expenses over foundation program. If the total amount of the 
proposed general fund expenses in the preliminary budget of any district 
or county high school shall exceed the foundation program thereof, the 
budget board shall, in the manner provided by section 75-4518, reduce 
such proposed general fund expenses to a total equal to said foundation 
program unless the board of trustees of said district or county high school 
shall establish to the satisfaction of the budget board that special circum- 
stances exist which justify such additional expenses, and in such event 
a statement of the reasons for the allowance of such additional expenses 
shall be attached to said budget and signed by the chairman of the 
budget board, but the allowance of such excess expense over the foundation

For a 
school having an ANB of more than two hundred (200) pupils, the 
maximum of [six hundred twenty-one dollars and seventy cents ($621.70) ] 
six hundred ninety dollars and eighty-one cents ($690.81) shall be de- 
creased by [forty-three cents ($,48)] forty-eight cents ($.48) for each 
additional pupil until the ANB shall have reached three hundred (300) 
pupils. For a school having an ANB of more than three hundred (300) 
pupils, the maximum of [five hundred seventy-nine dollars ($579)] six 
hundred forty-two dollars and eighty-one cents ($642.81) shall be de- 
creased at the rate of [eleven cents ($.11)] twelve cents ($.12) until the 
ANB shall have reached six hundred (600) pupils. For a school having 
an ANB over six hundred (600) pupils, the maximum shall not exceed 
[five hundred forty-six dollars ($546) ] six hundred six dollars and eighty- 
one cents ($606.81) per pupil. 


The maximum per pupil for all pupils (ANB) and for all schools 
shall be computed on the basis of the amount allowed herein on account 
of the last eligible pupil, ANB. 


In computing the amount for the foundation program and the max- 
imum program only junior high schools which have been approved and 
accredited by the state board of education shall be considered a part of the 
secondary enrollment.” 


“Section 8. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.”

B. The per cent of hearing loss, for purposes of the determination of 
compensation claims for occupational deafness, shall be calculated as 
the average, in decibels, of the thresholds of hearing for the frequencies of 
500, 1000, and 2000 cycles per second. Pure tone air conduction audiometric 
instruments, approved by nationally recognized authorities in this field, 
shall be used for measuring hearing loss. If the losses of hearing average 
26 decibels or less in the three frequencies, as measured under ISO 
Standard 1964, such losses of hearing shall not then constitute any com- 
pensable hearing disability, If the losses of hearing average 94 decibels 
or more in the three frequencies, as measured under ISO Standard 1964, 
then the same shall constitute and be total or 100 per cent compensable 
hearing loss. 


C. In measuring hearing impairment the lowest measured losses in 
each of the three frequencies shall be added together and divided by three 
to determine the average decibel loss. For every decibel of loss exceeding 
26 decibels an allowance of one and one-half (11%) per cent shall be 
made up to the maximum of one hundred (100) per cent which is 
reached at 94 decibels. 


D. In determining the binaural percentage of loss, the percentage 
of impairment in the better ear shall be multiplied by five (5). The 
resulting figure shall be added to the percentage of impairment in the 
poorer ear and the sum of the two divided by six (6). The final percentage 
shall be representative of the binaural hearing impairment. 


E. Before determining the percentage of hearing impairment, in 
order to allow for the average amount of hearing loss from nonoccupa- 
tional causes found in the population at any given age, there shall be 
deducted from the total average decibel loss, one-half (%) decibel for 
each year of the employee’s age over forty at the time of last exposure to 
industrial noise.

Upon motion of Senator Cotton, duly carried, the amendments on 
Senate Bill No. 133 are to be considered read as they are lengthy. 


Mr. President: We, your Committee on Education, having had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 138, respectfully report as follows: That 
Senate Bill No. 133 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title in line 11, page 1, of the original bill by omitting the 
punctuation following the word “property.” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following “; and by providing a procedure under which vocational- 
technical area districts may be established,” 


Further amend page 1 of the original bill by adding new sections after 
line 29 which read as follows: 


“Section 2. As used in this act unless the context indicates otherwise: 


(1) “Vocational-technical program center” means a _ school district, 
a junior or community college with post-secondary vocational-technical 
programs approved by the state board of education. 


(2) “Vocational-technical area center” means an educational institu- 
tion which denotes entire physical plant, instructors, curriculum, and 
students for principally vocational-technical training. An area center is 
not a vocational-technical program center. 


Section 8. The boundaries of any vocational-technical area district 
organized under this act shall coincide with the then-existing boundaries of 
the contiguous common school districts proposed to be included, and such 
community college district shall be in addition to any other school 
districts existing in any portion of such area. 


Section 4. Whenever there is presented to the state board of education 
a petition, signed by not less than twenty per centum (20%)of the quali- 
fied registered electors residing within each county or part of county 
within a proposed vocational-technical district area praying that a voca- 
tional-technical area district be organized for the purpose of RB etetinte 
vocational-technical training, the state board of education shall order an 
election held within the proposed district of the qualified electors therein 
to vote on the proposal and to elect trustees, at the next following annual 
school election. At such election, the proposition shall be in substantially 
the following form:

The election shall be conducted in the manner provided for the election 
of trustees in a common school district of the second or third class. Within 
fifteen (15) days after such election, the results shall be transmitted by 
those receiving the same under law in each component district to the 
state board of education, by certificates attesting to the total number of 
votes cast within each such district on said proposition, the votes cast for 
and against said proposition and the votes cast for each candidate for 
trustee, together with the tally sheets attested to by the judges and clerks 
of election at each polling place within each such district. The proposal to 
organize the vocational-technical area district, to carry, must receive a 
majority of the total number of votes cast thereon and the state super- 
intendent of public instruction, from the results so certified and attested, 
shall determine whether the proposal has received the majority of the 
votes cast thereon for each county or part of a county within the proposed 
district and shall certify the results to the state board of education. 
Should the state superintendent of public instruction certificate show 
that the proposition to organize such vocational-technical area district has 
received a majority of the votes cast thereon in each county or part of 
a county within the proposed district, the state board of education shall 
make an order declaring the vocational-technical area district organized 
and cause a copy thereof to be recorded in the office of county clerk and 
recorder in each county in which a portion of such new district is 
situated, If the proposition carries in some county or counties and/or parts 
of counties but not in all portions of area sought to be included within the 
district, the board shall determine whether the area in which the proposi- 
tion carried by a majority vote meets the requirements of section 1 of this 
act, and if so shall establish the boundaries. If the proposition carries, 
the board shall also determine which candidates have been elected trustees 
under section 5 of this act. Should the proposition to organize the 
district fail to receive a majority of the votes cast thereon above pro- 
vided, no tabulation shall be made to determine the candidates elected 
trustees. 


Section 5. (1) In the organization election seven (7) trustees shall be 
elected at large, except, that should there be in such proposed vocational- 
technical area district one or more high school districts or part of a high 
school district within the vocational-technical area with more than forty- 
three percent (48%) and not more than fifty percent (50%) of the 
total school census of the proposed district, as determined by the last 
school census, then each such district or part of district shall elect three 
(3) trustees and the remaining trustees shall be elected at large from the 
remainder of the proposed district. Should any such high school district 
or such part of a high school district have more than fifty percent (50%) 
of the total school census of the proposed district then four (4) trustees 
shall be elected at large from such high school district or such part of 
high school district and three (3) trustees at large from the remainder of 
the district. 


(2) If the trustees are elected at large throughout the entire proposed 
district, the one receiving the greatest number of votes shall be elected 
for a term of seven (7) years, the one receiving the next greatest 
number of votes, for a term of six (6) years, the one receiving the 
next greatest number of votes, for a term of five (5) years, the one 
receiving the next greatest number of votes for a term of four (4) years, 
the one receiving the next greatest number of votes for a term of three 
(3) years, the one receiving the next greatest number of votes for a term 
of two (2) years and the elected one receiving the least number of votes 
for a term of one (1) year. If the trustees are elected in any manner other 
than at large throughout the entire proposed district, then the trustees 
elected shall determine by lot the one who shall serve for seven (7) years, 
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the one who shall serve for six (6) years, the one who shall serve for 
five (5) years, the one who shall serve for four (4) years, the one who 
shall serve for three (3) years, the one who shall serve for two (2) 
years and the one who shall serve for one (1) year. Thereafter, all trustees 
elected shall serve for terms of seven (7) years each. 


Section 6. Notice of the organization election shall be given by the 
state board of education by publication in at least one (1) newspaper of 
general circulation in each county including any portion of the proposed 
vocational-technical area district, once a week for three (38) consecutive 
weeks, the last insertion to be no longer than one (1) week prior to the 
date of election. The election shall be conducted in the same manner, at 
the same polling places and by the same election officials who are con- 
ducting elections on that day in each component school district, 


Section 7. Newly elected members of the board of trustees shall be 
qualified by taking the oath of office prescribed by article XIX, Section 1 
of the constitution of Montana. The board shall be organized by the 
election of a president and vice-president and a secretary, said secretary 
may be or may not be a member of the board. The treasurer of the 
vocational-technical area district shall be the county treasurer of the 
county in which the vocational- technical area school is located. A 
majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but no contract shall be let, teacher employed or dismissed, or 
bill approved unless a majority of the whole board shall vote therefor. 
Any vacancy occurring in the board shall be filled by appointment by the 
remaining members of the board, and the persons appointed shall hold 
office until the next election held by such district when a trustee shall 
be elected for the unexpired term. The board shall keep a common seal 
with which to attest its official acts. 


Section 8. After organization, the qualified voters of the vocational- 
technical area district shall vote for trustees on the first Saturday in 
April, and such elections shall be held in the same manner and with 
elections being held in the component common school districts within the 
boundaries of such vocational-technical area district. All costs incident to 
such vocational-technical area trustee elections shall be borne by the 
vocational-technical area district. Notice of all such elections shall be 
given by the board of trustees by publication in at least one (1) news- 
paper of general circulation within each county, at least once a week for 
two (2) consecutive weeks, the last insertion to be no longer than one (1) 
week prior to the date of election. Should trustees be elected other than at 
large throughout the entire district, then only those qualified voters 
within the district from which the trustee or trustees are to be elected 
shall cast their ballots for the trustee or trustees from that district. All 
candidates for the office of trustee shall file their declarations of candidacy 
with the secretary of the board of trustees at least thirty (30) days prior 
to the date of election. If voting machines are not used in a common 
school district or districts which are within such vocational-technical 
area district, then the board of trustees shall cause ballots to be printed 
and distributed for the polling places in such component districts at the 
expense of the vocational-technical area district, but in all other respects 
said elections shall be held at the same time, in the same places and 
shall be conducted by the same officials for elections being held in 
such common school districts. The vocational-technical area district shall 
reimburse to the common school district one-half (14%) of the costs of 
the common school district of the compensation actually paid by said 
common school district to the judges of such elections. The judges of 
election in each component school district, shall certify to the board of 
trustees of the vocational-technical area district the total number of 
votes cast for each candidate and the votes cast on all questions submitted 
within fifteen (15) days after any election. Within forty-eight (48) 
hours thereafter, at least a majority of the then qualified members of the 
board of trustees of such vocational-technical area district shall jointly

tabulate the results so received, shall declare and certify the candidates 
receiving the greatest number of votes for terms of seven (7) years 
each and until their successor shall have been elected and qualified and 
shall declare and certify the results of the votes cast on any question 
presented at such election. “Qualified voters,’ under the provisions of 
this act, shall mean those voters qualified to vote in the school election 
of the component common school district. 


Section 9. The board of trustees shall hold monthly meetings within 
the vocational-technical area district on the third Tuesday of each month 
or such other day of the month the board might set and may hold special 
meetings at any time and place which it may direct. The president and 
secretary of the board may also call special meetings of said board at any 
time and place, if in their judgment necessity requires it. The secretary 
of the board shall notify the members of all regular and special meetings. 
The members of the board shall receive ten cents (10c) per mile 
for the distance necessarily traveled in going to and returning from the 
place of the meeting and his place of residence each day that such trip is 
actually made. 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for any vocational-technical area 
district trustee to have any pecuniary interest, either directly or indirectly, 
in the erection of any school building, or for furnishing or repairing the 
same, or be in any manner connected with the furnishing of supplies for 
the maintenance of the school, or to receive or to accept any compensation 
or reward for services rendered as trustee, except as herein provided, 
No board of trustees shall let any contract (except if the amount involved 
is less than two thousand dollars ($2,000)) for building, furnishing, re- 
pairing or other work or supplies for the benefit of the district, without 
first advertising in a newspaper published in each county wherein the 
area of the district lies for at least two (2) weeks, call for bids to per- 
form such work or furnish such supplies. In all cases where advertising 
is required, the board shall award the contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder; provided, however, that the board of trustees shall have the right 
to reject any and all bids. 


Section 11. The board of trustees of any vocational-technical area 
district is hereby vested with the power and authority to levy a tax not 
exceeding one (1) mill on the dollar of the taxable value of all taxable 
property within the district for operational expenses. 


Section 12. All vocational-technical area districts and its board of 
trustees thereof on behalf of such districts are hereby authorized and 
empowered to accept gifts, legacies and devises, subject to the conditions 
imposed by the deed of the dower, or will of testator, or without any 
conditions imposed. 


Section 18. Whenever there is within any school district any school 
property that is not required for the use of the school district and such 
property could be used for purposes of offering vocational-technical 
education by vocational-technical district, the board of trustees of any 
school district is hereby authorized to lease or sell and convey the 
same to such vocational-technical district by negotiation. Any school 
district within or without the vocational-technical district is authorized to 
contract with a vocational-technical district to provide vocational-technical 
training for such school district and to exchange teachers.

A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana requesting that 
the State Department of Health develop a plan for the final disposal of 
old motor vehicle bodies and a method of financing same. 


Whereas, communities are having difficulty in finding suitable 
disposal sites for the motor vehicles. It is next to impossible to incorporate 
the disposal of old motor vehicles into the operation of present disposal 
sites, and, 


Whereas, approximately twenty thousand (20,000) old motor vehicles 
must be disposed of each year in Montana and many are abandoned on 
our streets and country side, marring the beauty of our state, and, 


Whereas, there is a potential hazard for small children playing in 
and around the old vehicles and these vehicles are also an excellent habitat 
for disease vectors such as the Norway rat and mosquitoes, and, 


Whereas, old motor vehicles are a resource and should be utilized 
by recycling and at the present price of scrap iron, industry cannot 
afford the recycling process. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That the state deparment of health, consulting with industry, pursue 
a study to formulate a feasible and economical plan for the salvage and/or 
final disposal of old motor vehicles, 


Be it further resolved that the state department of health prepare 
and have ready for submission to the 42nd Legislative Assembly such 
plans and programs as it may formulate under this directive together 
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with suitable recommendations and a draft of proposed legislation to 
carry out such objectives.

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 9 
Introduced by Mitchell, Bennett 


A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana requesting the 
Legislative Council, with the assistance of a pesticide advisory committee, 
to study the need for regulations in the sale and use of pesticides and 
the establishment of common laboratory facilities for pesticide analyses; 
and to recommend such plans, programs, and legislation as are necessary 
to provide the consumer and our environment with adequate protection 
without undue hardship to industry. 


Whereas, there is wide and frequently indiscriminate use of pesti- 
cides; and 


Whereas, this indiscriminate use of pesticides may cause irreversible 
damage to our entire biological system including man; and 


Whereas, pesticides are a valuable and necessary tool for control 
of pests which threaten both our livelihood and economy; and 


Whereas, there is inadequate control of sale and application of 
pesticides both on federal and state level; and 


Whereas, there is need for complete pesticide surveillance programs 
involving man, wildlife, and environment; and 


Whereas, complex laboratory analyses are involved requiring expen- 
sive and sophisticated equipment along with highly trained personnel all 
conveniently located and available to state agencies; and 


Whereas, concern over the Montana pesticide problem was amply 
demonstrated by the 41st Legislative Assembly with the introduction of 
four (4) pesticide bills each with a different approach or emphasis. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That the Legislative Council select a pesticide advisory committee to 
assist the council to study need for regulation of the sale and use of 
pesticides and establishment of common laboratory facilities for pesticide 
analyses. The pesticide advisory committee shall have representation 
from: 


(1) Three (8) licensed applicators who reside in Montana, each 
of which is engaged in a different classification of pesticide application. 


(2) The state entomologist. 
(3) One (1) representative from the state department of health. 


(4) One (1) representative from the state department of agricul- 
ture, 


(5) One (1) representative from the water pollution control council. 
(6) One (1) representative from the extension service. 
(7) One (1) representative from the fish and game commission. 


(8) One (1) representative from the livestock sanitary board. 


(9) One (1) representative who is actively engaged in research 
relating to use of pesticides. 
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(10) One (1) representative who is actively engaged in~ growing 
farm crops on which pesticides are commonly used. 


(11) One (1) animal or plant ecologist.

BUSINESS ON SECOND READING

itself into a Committee of the Whole for the consideration of Business 
on Second Reading. 


Senator Thiessen in the Chair. Committee arose. 
Senate resumed. President Judge presiding. 
The Committee of the Whole submitted the following report: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee of the Whole, having had under 
consideration Business on Second Reading, recommend as follows: 


That Senate Bill No. 313 be amended in Sections 2 through 21, by 
deleting the said sections in their entirety and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 


“Section 2. Definitions. (1) “Agricultural commodity” as used in 
this act means any agricultural product. 
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(2) “Producer” means any person engaged in Montana in the 
production of any agricultural commodity. 


(3) “Handler” means any person engaged in Montana in packing, 
grading or selling any agricultural product, and who ships or causes 
an agricultural product to be shipped. 


(4) “Processor” means any person engaged in Montana in changing 
the form of an agricultural product through any process or manufacture 
for the purposes of marketing such commodity. 


(5) “Distributor” means any person engaged in Montana in selling, 
marketing, or distributing an agricultural commodity which he has 
produced or acquired from a producer, whether as owner, agent, employee, 
broker or otherwise, but shall not include a retailer as herein defined. 


(6) “Retailer” means any person who acquires any agricultural com- 
modity for resale to the general public for consumption off the premises. 


(7) “Commissioner” means the commissioner of Agriculture. 


(8) “Marketing order” means an order issued by the commissioner 
of agriculture pursuant to this act, prescribing rules and regulations 
governing the processing, distributing, sales of, or handling in any man- 
ner of any agricultural commodity produced in Montana during any 
specified period. 


(9) “Marketing agreement” means a voluntary agreement between 
producers, handlers, and/or processors with respect to the marketing 
of agricultural commodities. 


(10) “Grade” means the official United States or Montana ter- 
minology applied to agricultural commodities as determined by the 
presence or absence of certain quality and other factors. 


(11) “Marketable agricultural products” is a product which meets 
the requirements of any marketing order, agreement or regulation in 
effect in the area in which the same is produced or handled. 


Section 3. Administration. (1) Upon the application of a producer or 
handler, the commissioner shall, after due notice, hold a public hearing, 
at which time the question of whether or not a marketing order should 
issue shall be examined. 


(2) Due notice of any hearing called shall be given to all per- 
sons who may be directly affected by any action of the commissioner, 
and whose names appear upon lists to be filed by agricultural com- 
modity groups with the commissioner. The hearing shall be open to 
the public, all testimony shall be received under oath, and a full and com- 
plete record of all proceedings shall be made and kept by the commis- 
sioner at his office. 


(3) The commissioner shall have the power, after due notice and 
hearing, to enter into marketing agreements with processors, distributors, 
producers and others engaged in the handling of any agricultural com- 
modity, regulating the preparation, sale and handling of such agri- 
cultural commodity which said marketing agreement shall be binding 
upon those signatory thereto. 


Section 4. Administrative committee. (1) The marketing order or 
marketing agreement shall provide for an administrative committee to 
administer such order. The members of the committee shall be elected 
by those who are directly affected by the marketing order and shall 
hold office in the manner and for the term as shall be specified in 
the marketing order. If the marketing order affects directly only 
producers of a particular commodity the members of the committee 
shall be producers. If the order affects directly only handlers of a 
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particular commodity the members of the committee shall be handlers. 
If the marketing order affects directly both producers and handlers 
of particular commodity such committee shall be composed of both 
producers and handlers. In no event shall an administrative committee 
number more than fifteen (15) persons. 


(2) No member of an administrative committee shall receive a 
salary but each shall be entitled to his actual expenses incurred while 
engaged in performing his duties. The committee may employ necessary 
personnel, including an attorney approved by the attorney general, fix 
their compensation and terms of employment, and incur expenses, to 
be paid by the commissioner from moneys collected as provided in 
Sections 10 and 11. The duties of any such committee shall be adminis- 
trative and include the following: 


(a) To assist the commissioner in the administration of a market- 
ing agreement or order; 


(b) To recommend to the commissioner administrative rules and 
regulations relating to the marketing agreement or order; 


(c) To receive and report to the commissioner complaints of viola- 
tions of the marketing agreement or order; 


(d) To recommend to the commissioner amendments to the market- 
ing agreement or order; 


(e) To submit to the commissioner an estimated budget for the 
operation of any marketing agreement or order established by authority of 
this act; and also submit for approval a method of assessing and col- 
lection of such funds; 


(f) To assist the commissioner in the collection of assessments 
authorized under any marketing order; 


(g) To assist the commissioner in the collection of such neces- 
sary information and data as the commissioner may deem necessary to 
the proper administration of this act. 


Section 5. Contents of marketing orders and agreements. The mar- 
keting agreement or order may contain any of the following provisions 
for regulating the handling, sale, processing or distributing by producers, 
handlers, or distributors of any agricultural commodity. (1) Provisions 
for determining the existence and extent of the surplus of any agri- 
cultural commodity, or of any grade, size, or species or other classifi- 
cations or quality thereof, and providing for the control and disposition 
of such surplus, and for equalizing the burden of such surplus elimi- 
nation or control among the producers, processors, distributors or other 
handlers affected. 


(2) Provisions for the establishment of surplus pools for any agri- 
cultural commodity or of any grade, size, quality or species or other 
classifications or condition thereof, and providing for the sale of the 
commodity in any such pool and for the equitable distribution among 
the persons participating therein of the net returns derived from the 
sale of such commodity. Whenever the marketing order authorizes the 
establishment of any such pool the administrative committee shall have 
power to receive such commodity from each producer or handler and 
to handle the same according to the grade, size, species or other classifi- 
cation, quality or condition thereof and to account to each producer 
or handler participating therein upon a pro rata basis for the net pro- 
ceeds derived from the sale thereof. 


The contents of any surplus pool shall not be marketed by the 
committee in any form which would compete directly with that portion 
of the commodity which is marketed in regular channels of trade. How- 
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ever, any portion of any surplus pool may be transferred by the com- 
mittee upon any gratuitous basis to charitable oganizations and other 
similar agencies under proper safeguards to insure that none of such 
commodity shall compete directly with the unrestricted portion of such 
commodity. 


The committee shall have title, for the purpose of financing and 
handling, to all of the commodity in any such pools. 


Whenever the marketing order authorizes the establishment of any 
type of pool authorized in this section, the committee shall have authority 
to create, by a uniform assessment upon producers or upon some other 
uniform and equitable basis, maintain, and disburse an equalization 
fund to be used for the removal of any inequalities between producers 
or handlers participating in any pool resulting from errors in estimating 
production or surplus or for indemnifying producers whose production, 
in whole or in part, is diverted in green form or otherwise from normal 
marketing outlets or diverted to by products, relief, or other noncom- 
petitive purposes pursuant to the provisions of the marketing order. 


(3) Provisions for the establishment of uniform grading and in- 
spection of any agricultural commodity delivered by producers to handlers 
and for the establishment of grading standards of quality, condition, 
size or pack or any agricultural commodity, and the inspection and 
grading of such commodity. Such grading standards for any such com- 
modity shall not be established below any minimum standards now 
prescribed by law for such commodity. For the purposes of this act, 
all inspections made necessary by such provisions shall be performed by 
the federal-state inspection service or by such other authorized third 
party as to insure that such inspection be equitable to all those affected. 


(4) Provisions for the establishment of plans for advertising and 
sales promotion to create new or larger markets for agricultural com- 
modities grown in the state of Montana. Any such plan shall be di- 
rected toward increasing the sale of such commodity without reference 
to a particular brand or trade name. No advertising or sales promotion 
program shall be issued by the commissioner which shall make use of 
false or unwarranted claims in behalf of any such product, or disparage 
the quality, value, sale or use of any other agricultural commodity. 


(5) Provisions for price posting; providing that any grade, size, 
species or other classification, portion, or combination thereof, shall be 
sold by the handlers and distributors thereof only at prices filed by 
such handlers and distributors in the manner provided for in such 
order. 


(6) Provision to require the labeling, marking or branding or any 
agricultural commodity in conformity with the regulations as specified 
in any marketing agreement or order. 


(7) Provisions for establishing convenient stations for inspection, 
weighing and/or receiving payment for any agricultural commodities sold 
or delivered by producers or distributors in conformity with any market- 
ing agreement or order, and providing for the collection of expenses of 
operating such stations. 


(8) Provisions allowing an administrative committee to cooperate 
with any other state or federal agency or any private organization o 
this or any other state. . 


(9) Provisions for the establishment of programs in the field or 
research for the improvement of production, control of insects or disease, 
harvesting, storing, transportation, marketing, handling, or processing of 
any agricultural commodity. 
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(10) Provisions for the limitation and prevention of unfair methods 
of competition in the marketing of agricultural commodities. 


(11) When a marketing order or agreement is issued, the im- 
portation into the area of any commodity shall be prohibited unless it 
complies with the provisions of such marketing order. 


Section 6. When marketing order becomes effective. (1) No mar- 
keting order or amendments thereto, shall become effective unless the 
commissioner determines the issuance to such order is approved by at 
least two-thirds of the producers who participate in a referendum on 
the question of its approval, who have produced for market the com- 
modities specified therein in commercial quantities within the production 
area, and who have produced at least fifty one percent of the volume 
of such commodity sold within the marketing area specified in such repre- 
sentative period of time as may be specified. 


Section 7. Orders regulating processing. The commissioner may 
issue marketing orders regulating within this state the processing, dis- 
tributing, or handling of agricultural commodities by any and all persons 
engaged in such processing, distributing or handling of such commodities. 


Section 8. Termination of marketing order. If the commissioner 
finds that the termination of any marketing order is requested in writing 
by more than fifty per cent of the producers who are engaged within 
the designated production area in the production for market of the com- 
modity specified in such marketing order, or if it is determined by 
referendum that more than fifty per cent of the producers above de- 
scribed desire the termination of any marketing order, the commissioner 
shall terminate or suspend for a specific period such marketing order or 
provisions thereof. 


Section 9. Notice of marketing order or termination thereof. Upon the 
issuance of any marketing order, or any suspension, amendment or 
termination thereof, a notice shall be posted on a public bulletin board 
by the commissioner in his office, and a copy of such notice shall be 
published in a newspaper of general circulation published in the capital 
of the state and in such other newspapers as the commissioner may 
prescribe. No order or any suspension, amendment or termination there- 
of shall become effective until the termination of a period of five days 
from the date of such posting and publication. It shall also be the 
duty of the commissioner to mail a copy of the notice of said issuance 
to all persons, directly affected by the terms of such order, suspension, 
amendment or termination, whose names and addresses may be on file 
in the office of the commissioner and to every person who files in the 
office of the commissioner a written request for such notice. 


Section 10. Budgeting and collection of fees. (1) For the pur- 
pose of providing funds to defray the necessary expenses incurred by 
the commissioner and the administrative committee in the formulation, 
issuance, administration and enforcement of any marketing order or 
marketing agreement, a budget covering the necessary costs of the same 
shall be prepared by the administrative committee. The budget and pro- 
visions for collection shall become a part of any marketing order upon 
adoption. 


(2) Each and every person engaged in the production, processing, 
distributing or the handling of any marketable agricultural product shall 
pay to the commissioner in such manner as prescribed by the order 
an assessment covering the budgeting expense but in no case to ex- 
ceed five percent of the gross dollar volume. 


Section 11. Disposition of funds. (1) Any money collected by the 
commissioner pursuant to this act shall be deposited in the state treasury, 
allocated to each marketing order under which they are collected, and 
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disbursed by the commissioner only for the necessary expenses incurred 
by the administrative committee and the commissioner with respect to 
each such separate marketing order. All such expenditures by the com- 
missioner and the administrative committee shall be audited annually 
and a copy of such audit shall be delivered within thirty days after the 
completion thereof to the commissioner, to the administrative committee, 
and to the legislative post audit committee. 


(2) Any moneys remaining in such fund allocable to any particular 
agricultural commodity may be refunded at the close of any marketing 
season upon a pro rata basis to all persons from whom assessments were 
collected, or a portion of such moneys may be carried over into the next 
succeeding marketing season whenever it is found that such moneys 
may be required to assist in defraying the cost of operating such mar- 
keting order in such succeeding season. Upon termination of any mar- 
keting order, all moneys remaining and not required by the commissioner 
to defray the expenses of such marketing order shall be returned by the 
commissioner upon a pro rata basis to all persons from whom assess- 
ments were collected. If the commissioner finds that the amounts so 
returnable are so small as to make impractical the computation and re- 
mitting of such pro rata refund to such persons, the commissioner 
may use the moneys in such fund to defray the expenses incurred by 
him in the formulation, issuance, administration or enforcement of any 
subsequent marketing order for such commodity. 


Section 12. Geographic limitation of marketing orders. Marketing 
orders may be limited in their application by prescribing the portions of 
the state in which order shall be effective. Provided, that no market- 
ing order shall be issued unless it embraces all persons of a like 
class in a given area who are engaged in a specific and distinctive agri- 
cultural industry or trade. 


Section 13. Administration and enforcement. (1) The commissioner 
shall be responsible for enforcement of this act. 


(2) Every person who violates any provision of this act or any 
provision of any marketing order shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment of 
not less than ten days nor more than six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. Each day during which any of the violations above 
referred to continue shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 14. Maintenance of books and records. (1) The commissioner 
may require any and all handlers, processors, or distributors, subject to 
the provisions of any marketing order, to maintain records reflecting 
their operations and to furnish such records as relate to operations under 
said marketing order to the commissioner. 


(2) Such records shall be confidential and shall not be disclosed 
to any other person save to a person with like right to obtain the same 
eee attorney employed to give legal advice thereupon, or by court 
order. 


(3) For the purpose of carrying out the purposes of this act, the 
commissioner may hold hearings, take testimony, administer oaths, sub- 
poena witnesses and issue subpoenas for the production of books, records, 
or documents of any kind. 


Section 15. Deposit to defray intitial expense of marketing order. 
Prior to the issuance of any marketing order the commissioner may re- 
quire the applicants therefor to deposit with him such amount as may 
be deemed necessary to defray the expenses of preparing and making 
effective such marketing order. The commissioner may reimburse the ap- 
plicant from any funds received by the commissioner pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 10. 
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Section 16. Application of act. The provisions of this act shall 
not be applicable to retailers of agricultural commodities, provided, that 
all persons acting as producers, handlers, processors or distributors 
shall conform with all provisions of any applicable marketing order, 
marketing agreement or regulations issued pursuant to this law before 
shipping or causing to be shipped any agricultural commodity. In any 
civil or criminal action or proceeding for violation of any rule of statutory 
or common laws against monopolies or combinations in restraint of trade, 
proof that the act complained of was done in compliance with the pro- 
visions of this act or a marketing order issued under this act and in 
furtherance of the purposes and provisions of this act, shall be a com- 
plete defense to such action or proceeding.”

Now, Therefore, Be it Resolved by the Senate of the State of Mon- 
tana: 


That the Legislative Council is hereby requested to conduct a com- 
prehensive study of the present status of taxes relating to mineral rights

A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana urging that the 
“Meat Import Act of 1964” be amended so that it will modify the harmful 
effects of excessive meat imports on domestic cattle prices. 


Whereas, the domestic cattle industry has been caught in the cross 
fire of rising production costs and decreased product prices, and 


Whereas, imported meat has played an important part in creating 
the distressed market conditions in the cattle industry, and 


Whereas, the pressures on domestic prices of low-priced foreign 
imported beef discourages sale of domestic livestock this adversely af- 
fecting the use of domestic grains and other feeds and diminishing the 
need for domestic labor, and © 


Whereas, the distress of the livestock industry adversely affects all 
segments of Montana’s economy as well as the economy of the United 
States, and 


Whereas, the “Meat Import Act of 1964” (Public Law 88-482) was 
intended as a remedy for some of the problems of our livestock industry 
but has failed to alleviate the distressed situation. 


Now, Therefore, Be it Resolved by the Senate of the State of Mon- 
tana: 


That the Senate urges that the “Meat Import Act of 1964” be amended 
in the following particulars: 


1. The base period be changed from 1958-19638 to 1958-1962; 


2. The quotas be set on a quarterly basis, rather than on a yearly 
basis; 


3. The “trigger level” be reduced from 110 percent to 100 percent 
of the applicable period; 


4. Instead of applying only to fresh, chilled, or frozen meat the import 
quotas be also applied to canned, cooked, and cured meat so that al- 
teration in the form of packaging can no longer be used to avoid quota 
controls; 


5. Include “off-shore” meat purchased by the armed forces within 
the import quotas. 


Be It Further Resolved, that the Secretary of the Senate send a copy 
of this resolution to each member of Montana’s congressional delegation, 
to the president of the United States Senate, and to the Speaker of the 
United States House of Representatives.

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 12 
Introduced by Bennett 


A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana requesting the 
42nd Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana to create a medical 
dispensary facility in the state capitol for the benefit of legislators, legis- 
lative attaches and registered lobbyists. 


Whereas, the weather was extraordinarily inclement during the 41st 
Legislative Assembly, and probably will be during the 42nd Legislative 
Assembly, and 


Whereas, the terrain in Helena, Montana, the seat of government and 
the capital of the State of Montana, is mountainous and subjects legislators 
to unusual and extraordinary physical and emotional strain, and 


Whereas, the duly elected members of the Legislative Assemblies of 
the State of Montana have no pre-employment physicals, and, therefore, 
their physical condition is unknown, and 


Whereas, the physical plant and facilities made available to the mem- 
bers of the Legislative assembly at the capitol provide no opportunity for 
rest or relaxation, and 


Whereas, the duties of a legislator require dawn to dusk performance 
beginning with committee hearings at dawn and ending late in the 
evening when the legislator has conferred with the last of his constituents 
ieee have come to the capital to express their views on pending legislation, 
an 


Whereas, a legislator spends many hours in crowded committee rooms 
and assembly chambers often times overcrowded with visiting student 
delegations, interested constituents and voters who converge each day 
upon the capitol during a Legislative Assembly, and 


Whereas, legislators are exposed to each and every and all the germs 
and diseases that exist within the environment, and 


Whereas, the legislators have no opportunity during the long, tense, 
tiring and rigorous duty hours of each legislative day to secure medical 
attention from competent medical facilities for the infirmities, illnesses 
and injuries that they incur or receive during their legislative duties, and 


Whereas, the citizens of the State of Montana being the electorate of 
the legislators expect their duly elected legislators to resolve all problems 
for all people of the State of Montana, and 


Whereas, a legislator cannot perform his duties on behalf of the citi- 
zens of the State of Montana unless his physical well being is well cared 
for, and 
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Whereas, all Montanans recognize the importance and prime concern 
of having a legislative body in good health, and 


Whereas, it is important and necessary for the well being of all 
Montanans that qualified and experienced legislators be physically able 
to return to succeeding legislative Assemblies in order that the succeeding 
bodies may have continuity of existence and a reservoir of talent, and 


Whereas, it is believed that the Montana Medical Association would 
volunteer one of its medical doctor members to administer to needy legis- 
lators during a Legislative Assembly without charge to the legislator or 
the State of Montana. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


1. That this Legislative Body recommend to the 42nd Legislative 
Assembly that a first order of business be the providing of suitable space 
within the Capitol Building for the establishment of a medical dispensary. 


2. That the 42nd Legislative Assembly provide sufficient funds for 
the employment of one “blue-eyed nurse” registered under the appropriate 
laws of the State of Montana to practice the profession of nursing and that 
such person be employed for the 42nd Legislative Assembly and any 
extra-ordinary session called thereafter to administer to the needs of the 
Legislature and to maintain the dispensary facility. 


3. That the Legislative Assembly select a spokesman to appear 
before the Montana Medical Association for the purpose of securing a 
medical doctor or as many medical doctors as the association shall deem 
necessary to staff the dispensary during each day of the 42nd Legislative 
Assembly. 


The medical doctor or doctors selected for this duty shall be duly 
licensed in the state of Montana and provide himself with adequate phar- 
maceutical samples to treat the illnesses and injuries of any legislator 
within the confines of the State Capitol building. 


4 That the Legislative Assembly further provide that the legislative 
attaches and registered lobbyists who have such intimate contacts with 
legislators and who cause such emotional strain and harrassment to be 
afforded the use of the aforesaid despensary facility, blue-eyed nurse and 
medical doctor provided that the necessary care of legislators is not 
jeopardized. 


5. That the 42nd Legislative Assembly be mandated to appropriately 
recognize each and every medical doctor who gives freely of his profes- 
sional talent by serving the aforesaid dispensary facility, and likewise, 
recognize each pharmaceutical house that gives freely of its medical 
samples. 


6. That the 42nd Legislative Assembly and such other Legislative 
Assemblies that may put in use the provisos of this resolution grant to 
each medical doctor the right to lobby in accordance with the Lobby License 
Law of the State of Montana then in effect without the obligation to 
pay the lobby license fee.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
JASPER HAALAND 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Senate 
of the Forty-first Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record 
the passing of Jasper Haaland, a former member of this body, on July 7, 
Pe in Fargo, North Dakota, just three months before his eightieth birth- 

ay. 

WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the records and accomplish- 
ments of the late Senator Haaland be placed on record in this Assembly, 
and the following facts relative to his career are hereby noted: 


Senator Jasper Haaland was born October 4, 1888 in Hanley Falls, 
Minnesota. He moved to Joplin, Montana where he lived for several years 
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and was the first Senator to be elected to represent Liberty County after 
its creation in 1920. He served as a democratic senator for that county 
in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Legislative Assemblies. 


Life was not easy in Montana in the 1920’s and the late Senator lost 
everything and moved to Trail County, North Dakota in 1924. He began 
farming in the Red River Valley by borrowing enough money to buy a half 
section of land. In subsequent years he purchased more and for over 
twenty years the late Senator farmed over 1,800 acres of land, besides 
raising feeder cattle. 


Senator Haaland was married to Alice Lindquist on November 20, 
1949 in Moorhead, Minnesota. 


Throughout his lifetime, Senator Haaland was a generous man. He 
gave enough of his land to a crippled sister to make her financially inde- 
pendent and provided in his will that the remainder of his land will go to 
the Children’s Village in Fargo, North Dakota and to the Crippled Children’s 
School at Jamestown, North Dakota. 


Senator Haaland continued to have a deep interest in politics al- 
though he no longer had time to actively participate and he continued to 
love Montana, its people, and the experiences he had while living here. 


Senator Haaland is survived by his wife, Alice; one brother, Norman 
Haaland of Portland, Oregon; and four sisters, Mrs. Jacob Ness of North 
Plains, Oregon, Mrs. Cliff Leigh of Portland, Oregon, Mrs. Jacob Love of 
Seaside, Oregon and Amelia Haaland also of Seaside, Oregon.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HARRY HARLEN 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the Forty-first Legislative Assembly record the passing of 
Harry Harlen, a distinguished and former senator, on July 27, 1967 at the 
age of sixty-six. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Harlen be filed on the official records 
of ee assembly and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator Harry Harlen was born November 14, 1901 in Burch, South 
Dakota, the son of Oscar and Emma Culbertson Harlen. He attended 
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schools in Chinook and was graduated from high school there. He also was 
a graduate of Great Falls Business College. 


Senator Harlen married Mary Russell in Glasgow on January 2, 1940. 
From 1940 to 1943 he was the clerk of the Lewis and Clark County Selec- 
tive Service Board and processed his own draft into the U. S. Navy where 
he served from 1943 to 1945. 


From 19389 to 194i Senator Harlen was the auditor of the Montana 
Liquor Control Board, a position he held again upon his discharge from the 
Navy. Later he worked in the office of the clerk of the court for four 
years. He served for nine years as a probation officer and retired in No- 
vember, 1965 as Chief Probation Officer for the First Judicial District. 


The late Senator first served Montana as a representative from Blaine 
County in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Sessions and later as the 
Senator from Blaine County in 1987 and 1939. His friends who knew the 
late Senator when he was running for public office were never quite sure 
how to pronounce his last name—because Senator Harlen was never quite 
sure himself. His father was Swedish and used “Harleen.” His mother 
was Irish and said “Harlen.” Senator Harlen used to tell the story of how 
his father would tell his mother that he had the name for twenty years 
longer than she, so he knew how to pronounce it. 


The late Senator Harlen is probably best known for the wonderful job 
he did as probation officer. He was always interested in young people 
and was proud of all the ones he had counseled. Many of his charges have 
done well. Senator Harlen knew how to talk to the young people and get 
to the heart of their problems; he was always available to help anyone 
who asked, even after his retirement. 


Senator Harlen was a member of the Helen VFW, the Fraternal 
Order of the Eagles in Chinook and St. John’s Lutheran Church. 


The late Senator Harlen is survived by his wife, Mary; two sons, Harry 
C. Harlen, Jr., of Helena and Jack Harlen of Rathdrum, Idaho; two step- 
daughters, Mrs. Cloice Diamond of Whitefish and Mrs. Jacqueline McGaugh 
of Portland, Oregon; one brother, Leonard Harlen of Las Vegas; and eight 
grandchildren.

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SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
JAMES A. LIGGETT 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret and deep sorrow that the members 
of the Senate of the State of Montana of the Forty-first Legislative 
Assembly record the passing of James A. Liggett, a former and very dis- 
tinguished member of this body, on January 20, 1968 in Roundup, Montana 
at the age of 79 years. 


WHEREAS, it is proper and fitting that the distinguished record 
and accomplishments of the late Senator James A. Liggett be placed on 
the official records of this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his 
career are hereby noted: 


Senator James A. Liggett was born in Milbank, South Dakota, on 
May 18, 1889. He attended schools in Milbank and attended the University 
of Minnesota Law School at Minneapolis. 


Senator Liggett married Ruby Blanche Johnson and moved to Roundup 
in 1916 where he became loan officer for the Bankers Farm and Loan 
Company of Minnesota. He later set up an insurance and real estate firm 
which is now known as Able, Incorporated. 


Senator Liggett was elected to the House of Representatives on the 
Republican ticket in 1935 and again in 1939. He was first elected to the 
Montana Senate in 1941 and served six sessions, serving his last term 
during the Thirty-second Session in 1951. The late Senator was an untiring 
worker for better highways and traveled many miles working for com- 
pletion of the old Custer Battlefield Highway, now U.S. 87, and for the 
old Montana 6 which he was instrumental in having completed and event- 
ually redesignated as U.S. Highway 12. 


Senator Liggett was on the Roundup Schoo] Board for several years 
and was appointed to the State Board of Equalization in 1959 by Governor J. 
Hugo Aronson. 


For ten years the late Senator Liggett worked very hard on the de- 
velopment of the Musselshell Basin Flood Control and the Deadman Basin 
Reservoir, which is said to be one of the most important single activities 
that has been carried to completion during the past sixty years in the state. 


Senator Liggett was a long-time community leader and active in 
almost every facet of the Roundup area development for over fifty years. 
He was a charter member of the Masons, past patron of the Order of the 
Eastern Star, a member of the Al Bedoo Shrine, past president of the 
Roundup Rotary Club, a member and former moderator of the First Con- 
gregational Church of Roundup, and served on the executive board of the 
National Association of Continuing Congregational Churches.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
DR. ROBERT T. O'NEILL 


WHEREAS, it is with deep sorrow and sincere regret that the mem- 
bers of the Senate of the Forty-first Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana record the passing of the late and distinguished member of 
this body, Dr. Robert T. O’Neill, on October 22, 1968 at Billings, Montana 
at the age of sixty-six years. He will be sorely missed by his many 
friends who knew and truly loved “Dr. Robbie.” He was held in the high- 
est esteem by the people throughout the state of Montana. 


WHEREAS, it is most proper and fitting that the accomplishments 
and record of the late Senator O’Neill be entered upon the official records 
of this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted. 


Senator O’Neill was born November 25, 1901, in Clifton County, Galway, 
Ireland and came to Anaconda with his parents when he was two years 
old. During his childhood and his adult life, Senator O’Neill always loved 
boxing, at one time he coached a boxing team, and he was interested in 
all other sports. He attended Gonzaga University at Spokane, Washington 
and received his medical degree from Creighton University in 1929. 


Senator O’Neill married Frances Drake on December 24, 1933; to this 
marriage were born two daughters, Mrs. Carl Hawkinson of Seattle, Wash- 
ington and Mrs. Karl Borchers of Great Falls, Montana. 


Senator O’Neill was a democratic member of the Senate during the 
Thirty-seventh (1961), Thirty-eighth (1963), and Thirty-ninth (1965) ses- 
sions where he was active in affairs of public health and welfare and oil 
legislations. 


Senator O’Neill began his practice as a physician and surgeon in White 
Sulphur Springs in 1988, and moved to Roundup in 1989 where he was 
first employed as physician for the Republic Coal Company. He was city- 
county health officer at the time of his death. 


Senator O’Neill was very active in civic affairs. For many years he 
was the county chairman of the Democratic Party and served as a delegate 
to national conventions. He was a member and past president of the Rotary 
Club, and a member and Grand Knight of the Knights of Columbus. 


Senator O’Neill’s service and devotion to his community were well 
recognized when the entire community honored him at a “Dr. O’Neill Night” 
held at Roundup High School. This was in addition to a celebration in his 
honor by Musselshell County and the town of Roundup several years ago. 


The late and honorable Senator O’Neill is survived by his widow and 
two daughters, two sisters, Mrs. John Clair of Oakland, California and 
Mrs. Robert Sullivan of San Francisco, California and by six grandchildren.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HUBERT A. SIMMONS, SR. 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the Forty-first Legislative Assembly record the passing of 
Hubert A. Simmons, Sr., a distinguished and former member of this body, 
on December 14, 1967 at Red Lodge, Montana at the age of eighty-six. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Simmons be placed on record in this 
assembly, and the following facts relative to his life and career, are hereby 
noted: 


Senator Hubert Alfred Simmons, Sr., was born on November 13, 1881 
in Spadra, Arkansas. He came to Red Lodge in 1899 and went to night 
school while he worked in various coal mines and dry goods stores. He 
later attended the University of Indiana where he graduated from Law 
School in 1906 and was admitted to the Montana Bar the same year. 


Senator Simmons married Ellen Freeman on June 11, 1907, who 
passed away in 1940. On June 14, 1941, he married Dorothy C. Denison. 


From 1907 to 1917 the late Senator was Clerk of the District Court 
of Carbon County; from 1917 to 1921 he was the Carbon County Attorney 
and from 1921 to 1932 he was the Red Lodge City Attorney. Senator 
Simmons also served on the Red Lodge School Board from 1922 to 19382. 


For sixteen years Senator Simmons represented the people of Carbon 
County as their Republican Senator. He was first elected to the Senate in 
1932 and served in each successive session thereafter, serving his last term 
in the Thirtieth Legislative Session (1947) during which he was President 
Pro Tempore of the Senate. 


Senator Simmons devoted his entire life to the law and law-making. 
He worked hard and was completely dedicated to his work. He was most 
proud of a bill which he introduced in 19838 to provide uniform gasoline 
prices for residents of all parts of Montana and in the nearest adjoining 
states. The bill was passed and became law, only to be declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Montana Supreme Court on June 19, 1933. Senator 
Simmons went to work revamping the bill, introduced it again in the 1985 
session where it again passed, became law, and remains, unamended, a 
part of Montana Law as Title 60, Chapter 4, R.C.M. 1947. 


Senator Simmons introduced a great number of bills during his career 
and became a specialist in corrective legislation. Two of his special projects 
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were the maintenance of the Red Lodge—Cooke City Highway and use of 
the Cooney Reservoir water supply. 


Senator Simmons found time to be active in community projects and 
was a member of the Rotary Club, the Masons, Knight Templers, the Al 
Pea ieA a? Order of the Eastern Star, of the Elks and the Methodist 

urch. 


The late Senator is survived by his wife, Dorothy; one son, Hubert A. 
Simmons, Jr., of Red Lodge; two daughters, Mrs. Jordan W. Bailey of 
Triangle, Virginia; and Margaret I. Wilder of Portland, Oregon; one broth- 
er, William J. Simmons of Red Lodge and six grandchildren.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
J. MILLER SMITH 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the State of Montana of the Forty-First Legislative Assembly 
record with honor the death on January 26, 1969, of J. Miller Smith, well- 
known Helena attorney and musician and a distinguished and former mem- 
ber of this body. 


WHEREAS, it is deeply fitting, proper, and just, that the outstanding 
record and accomplishments of the late Senator Smith be filed on the 
official records of this assembly, and the following facts relative to his 
career are hereby noted: 


Senator J. Miller Smith was born August 23, 1899, in Helena to Viola 
Wynne Smith and District Judge J. Miller Smith Sr. He attended Helena 
schools and was graduated from Helena High School. He later attended 
Park College at Parkville, Missouri and was graduated from the Institute of 
Musical Art, now the Julliard School of Music, in New York City in 1923. 


During the silent film era Senator Smith soloed on one of the three 
largest Wurlitzer organs in the world at the Mosque Th >.ter in Newark, 
New Jersey, and worked with such artists as Paul Whiteman, Ted Lewis 
and Victor Herbert. 


Senator Smith was married to Elvira Starz on July 7, 1924 in Helena. 
He returned to Helena in 1929 after a stay in the East and worked with 
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his father and two brothers Paul W. Smith and David R. Smith in the 
Smith Law Firm. Senator Smith was admitted to the Montana bar in 1937 
and became a member of that firm. 


The late Senator served in the army during World War I and later was 
Lewis and Clark County Attorney for four years. 


Senator Smith served for three terms in the Montana House of Repre- 
sentatives as a Republican Representative from Lewis and Clark County, 
was elected to the Senate in 1956 and served as a senator during the Thirty- 
fifth and Thirty-sixth Legislative Sessions. 


Senator Smith, known as “Jimmy” to his many friends, provided a 
great deal of pleasure and entertainment for his fellow colleagues in the 
legislature because of his outstanding ability as a musician. 


The late Senator was most active in civic affairs. At the time of his 
death he was Chief Justice of the Grand Tribunal and Grand Aerie organ- 
ist of the Fraternal Order of the Eagles. He was a member of Helena 
Lodge No. 3, AF & AM, the Helena Consistory, Algeria Shrine Temple, 
Rotary Club, BPOE No. 193, the American Legion, and the national, state, 
and county bar associations. He was a former elder of the Presbyterian 
Church and served as organist for that church. 


Surviving the late senator, about whom space does not permit us to 
fully relate all of his fine qualities and achievements, are his wife, Elvira; 
a son, Chadwick H. Smith of Helena; a brother Paul W. Smith of Helena;

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
LEONARD W. VAINIO 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-first Legislative Assembly record the passing of the 
honorable and distinguished Leonard W. Vainio, a former member of this 
assembly and a prominent citizen of Montana, of Silver Bow County, and 
of Butte, Montana, on January 25, 1969 at the age of fifty-one years. 
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WHEREAS, it is most fitting and proper that the outstanding record 
and accomplishments of the late Senator Leonard W. Vainio be recorded 
upon the official records of this assembly and the following facts regarding 
his career are hereby noted: 


Senator Leonard W. Vainio was born in Butte, Montana on November 
22, 1917. He attended grade and high school in Butte, and was graduated 
from the Butte Business College. Senator Vainio was united in marriage 
" Helen Marie Walsh in 1938, and this union was blessed with four chil- 
ren. 


During World War II, Senator Vainio served honorably in the United 
States Navy. Following his discharge, he returned to Butte where he was 
engaged as a petroleum distributor and also in the business of real estate 
and insurance. During his early life, Senator Vainio was an avid hunter 
and fisherman, but the demands of public service upon his time made it 
increasingly difficult for him to pursue these types of recreation in later 
life. The former Senator served his community with distinction as an 
alderman of Butte, acting mayor of Butte, and as a state Senator during 
the Fortieth (1967) and Forty-first (1969) Legislative Assemblies. It was 
while returning to Helena after visiting his beloved family in Butte that 
Senator Vainio suffered injuries in a tragic automobile accident that re- 
sulted in his death. 


The late Senator served both his state and his God. He was active in 
church work throughout his life and shortly before his untimely death was 
elected a member of the newly created lay board of Saint John’s Catholic 
Church in Butte. 


Senator Vainio was a member of the United Commercial Travelers, a 
member of the American Legion post in Butte, and a member of the 
Kiwanis Club. Few citizens have made such a notable contribution to their 
local community and to all of the people of Montana. 


Following his service in the Fortieth Legislative Assembly, Senator 
Vainio’s colleagues recognized his outstanding leadership qualities by ap- 
pointing him to the Legislative Council. He served as chairman of the 
Council Subcommittee on Taxation during the 1967-1968 interim. As a 
Council member, Senator Vainio was appointed as the Montana representa- 
tive on the Council of State Governments Western Conference Committee 
on Economic Development. In 1968, he was honored by being chosen chair- 
man of that committee, comprised of representatives from thirteen states 
in the Western United States. 


Senator Vainio was respected for his intelligence, integrity, and de- 
votion to public service by all who knew him. His presence and counsel 
will be missed by all of the members of the Montana Senate. 


Senator Vainio is survived by his beloved and devoted wife, Helen;

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
DONOVAN WORDEN, SR. 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the State of Montana of the Forty-first Legislative Assem- 
bly record with honor, the death of Donovan Worden, Sr., a distinguished 
and former member of this body, on November 15, 1967, at the age of

Senator Donovan Worden was born on March 23, 1893, in Missoula, 
Montana to Tyler and Mattie Worden, pioneer Missoula residents. Senator 
Donovan Worden’s father was also a senator, serving for two terms, in 
1896 and 1900. 


Senator Worden married May Pope on October 31, 1917 in Missoula 
and they celebrated their golden wedding anniversary just two weeks 
before the Senator’s death. 


Senator Worden attended Missoula schools, graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Montana Law School in 1923, and began his law practice that 
year in Missoula. 


Senator Worden served as Missoula county attorney from 1931 to 1935, 
and in 19384 he was elected to the Montana House of Representatives. He 
was first elected to the Montana Senate in 1946, and served as Missoula 
County’s lone senator during the Thirtieth, Thirty-first, Thirty-second, 
Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth, and Thirty-fifth sessions from 1947 through 
1957. He was president pro tempore of the Senate during the Thirty-third 
Sonam and the Republican minority floor leader during the Thirty-fifth 

ession. 


Senator Worden served, between the 1951 and 19538 sessions, on the 
Senate-House Joint Interim Committee on Reorganization of State Govern- 
ment, commonly known as the “Little Hoover Commission.” 


During World War II Senator Worden served as a member of the Mon- 
tana Selective Service appeal board in Helena, and was appointed to the 
Columbia Interstate Compact Commission by Governor J. Hugo Aronson 
in’ 1957: 


At the time of his death Senator Worden was chairman of the board 
of directors of the Western Montana Building and Loan Association, having 
served as a director and an officer of the association since 1936. 


Senator Worden served on the Missoula County High School board of 
trustees and was extremely active in many organizations and facets of 
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the community life of Missoula. He was a member of the Missoula County 
Airport Board; Past Master of the Masonic Lodge; a member of the Har- 
mony Lodge 49, AF & AM, of the Algeria Temple of the Shrine, of the 
Elks Club and of the Sigma Nu social fraternity. He was past president 
of the Western Montana Bar Association and a member and vestry man 
of the Episcopal Church. 


Senator Donovan Worden is survived by his devoted wife, May; a son, 
Donovan Worden Jr., of Missoula; a daughter, Mrs. Marjorie Joe Webster 
of Dayton, Ohio; and seven grandchildren.

Upon motion of Senator Mahoney, duly carried, the Senate resolved 
itself into a Committee of the Whole for the consideration of Business 
on Second Reading. 


Senator Mathers in the Chair. Committee arose.

The Committee of the Whole submitted the following report: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee of the Whole, having had under 
consideration Business on Second Reading, recommend as follows: 
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That House Bill No. 59 be amended in the title in line 6 of the 
printed bill after the word and punctuation “area.” by adding the follow- 
ing words, figures and punctuation “; to provide for petition and hearing 
for extension of limits beyond four and one-half (4 %) miles.” id 


Further amend Section 1, page 1, line 18 of the original bill being 
Section 1, page 1, line 10 of the printed bill by deleting the word and 
punctuation “city.” and inserting in lieu thereof the following material 
“area involved.” and omit the House Committee of the Whole amendment, 
paragraph 2 and insert in lieu thereof the following: “The boundaries 
of the jurisdictional area can be extended further than four and one- 
half miles from the limits of the cities only upon petition signed by five 
percent (5%) or more of the resident freeholders living in excess of four 
and one-half miles and not more than twelve miles from the limits of 
‘the cities and within the area desiring to be included within said juris- 
dictional limits, and upon presentation of said petition to the Board of 
County Commissioners. Thereafter, the Board of County Commissioners 
must, by resolution, set the proposed boundaries of said area and give 
notice of their intent to add said area to the jurisdictional limits there- 
tofore created’ and of receipt of said petition, by publication of notice 
of time and place of hearing on said petition and resolution, said notice 
to be published in a newspaper published in the county not less than ten 
(10) nor more than twenty (20) days prior to the date of said hearing. 
Thereafter, the said boundaries of said area can only be set upon good 
cause being shown for the establishment of said extended jurisdictional 
area and the boundaries thereof.” 


Be further amended in Section 1, Committee of the Whole amendment, 
by adding the following words and punctuation: “provided that such 
resolution shall not be adopted by the Board of County Commissioners, 
if disapproved, in writing, by a majority of the freeholders of the territory 
proposed to be embraced.”’; and as so amended, be concurred in.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration House Bill’ No. 376, respectfully report as follows: That 
House Bill No. 376 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title on page 1, line 7 of the original bill, being page 1, 
line 2 of the title on the printed bill by omitting after the word “sterili- 
zation” the following material: “of the mentally retarded” and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following words: “in certain cases” 


Amend page 1, line 14, Section 1, through and including page 6, 
Section 7, line 27 of the original bill, being page 1, line 1, Section 1, 
through and including page 5, Section 7, line 2 of the printed bill, after 
the enacting clause on both by omitting the material contained therein 
in its entirety and inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. The purpose of the act is to provide a method through 
proper hearing whereby certain persons whose sterilization would benefit 
themselves and the state may voluntarily consent to such sterilization 
under adequate safeguards protecting them against involuntary or un- 
necessary sterilization. 


The persons to whom this act is applicable are those who, under 
appropriate standards, would be diagnosed as capable of consent to 
sterilization but whose capacity to consent has been questioned, and who, 
if they should procreate offspring, might be expected either, 


(1) to transmit mental deficiencies to such offspring, or 


(2) be unable to adequately care for or rear such offspring without 
the likelihood of adverse effects on such offspring caused by such 
environment. 


Further, the group to which this act applies are those who have the 
capacity to appreciate and understand the nature of the medical treat- 
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ment they are to undergo and the consequences thereof and to consent 
voluntarily to such treatment. 


Section 2. To carry out the purposes of this act, there is hereby 
created and established for Montana a state board of eugenics which shall 
consist of the following: 


(1) Two physicians licensed to practice medicine and surgery in 
the state of Montana to be appointed by the governor upon recommenda- 
tion of the Montana medical association, the first such physician ap- 
pointments to be for a term of two (2) and three (3) years respectively, 
and thereafter each such physician appointment to be for a term of three 
years; 


(2) One lawyer licensed to practice law in the state of Montana 
to be appointed by the governor for a term of three (3) years upon re- 
commendation of the Montana bar association; 


(3) Three lay members and a physchologist to be appointed by 
the governor, the first such lay member appointees shall be for a 
term of one (1), two (2), and three (3) years respectively and there- 
after each such lay member appointee to be for a term of three (3) 
years; 


(4) The director of the department of institutions who shall be 
an exofficio member of the board and shall act as its secretary and the 
keeper of its books and records. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the state board of eugenics to 
receive applications by or on behalf of persons covered by this act to 
be sterilized. Upon receipt of such application, which shall be in any form 
calculated to apprise the board of the desire of the applicant to be 
sterilized, the board shall conduct a hearing at which the applicant must 
be present in person for examination by the board and evidence must 
be presented to establish: 


(1) Whether the applicant is one of the group covered by this 
act; 


(2) Whether it would be in the best interest of the applicant and 
the state for the applicant to be sterilized; 


(3) Whether evidence by a qualified clinical geneticist or by some- 
one recognized by said Board of Eugenics as having expertise in clinical 
genetics indicates that sterilization is desirable and beneficial to the 
applicant; 


(4) Whether the applicant, whether or not a minor, is capable of 
understanding and does understand the nature and consequences of the 
medical treatment he or she will undergo and with such understanding 
voluntarily consents thereto; 


(5) Whether such medical treatment can be carried out without un- 
reasonable risk to the life and health of the applicant; 


(6) The method and manner in which such sterilization is to be ac- 
complished. 


(7) At such hearing the applicant shall designate the person to per- 
form such sterilization who may be any physician and surgeon licensed 
to practice medicine in the state of Montana and further the applicant 
at such hearing shall sign a written voluntary consent to such sterili- 
zation in the form to be provided by the board. 


Section 4. If, after the hearing, the board shall find: 
(1) That the applicant is one of the group covered by this act; 
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(2) That it would be in the best interest of the applicant and the 
state that the applicant be sterilized; 


(3) That the applicant, whether or not a minor, is capable of under- 
standing and does understand the nature and consequences of the medical 
treatment he or she will undergo and with such understanding consents 
in writing thereto; 


(4) That such medical treatment can be carried out without un- 
reasonable risk to the life and health of the applicant; 


(5) That the method and manner in which such sterilization is to 
be accomplished is by such procedures and under such conditions as are 
medically approved according to the standards for such procedures in 
the state of Montana; 


(6) That the person designated to perform such sterilization is 
one qualified under this act to perform the same. 


(7) That the applicant has in writing voluntarily consented to such 
medical treatment. 


It shall make a certificate reciting such findings and signed by 
all members of the board. The original of such certificate shall be sent 
to the physician designated by the applicant to perform the medical 
treatment; one copy thereof shall be sent to the applicant or his or 
her parent, guardian or custodian and one copy to remain in the per- 
manent files of the board. Upon receipt of the certificate the physician 
designated to perform the medical treatment may proceed with such 
medical treatment in accordance with the certificate. Arrangements for 
such medical treatment shall be made between the physician designated 
in the certificate and the applicant or his or her parent, guardian or 
custodian. 


Section 5. Neither the members of the state board of eugenics 
nor the physician and surgeon or assistant concerned nor any other person 
participating in the execution cf the provisions of this act in conformity 
with the board’s certificate shall be thereafter liable either civilly or 
criminally to anyone for having performed or authorizing the perform- 
ance of such sterilization; provided, that such physician or surgeon or 
assistant concerned with nevertheless be liable for any damage caused 
by the negligent performance of such sterilization in accordance with 
the general law of the state of Montana covering such negligence. 


Section 6. If, upon such hearing, the board shall find that the 
applicant has not presented evidence sufficient to satisfy the board that the 
requirements for sterilization, as set forth in Section 3 and Section 4 of 
this act, the board shall make a certificate setting forth such finding, the 
original of which shall be sent to the physician designated by the ap- 
plicant to perform such medical treatment; one copy shall be sent to 
the applicant or his or her parent, guardian, or custodian, and one copy 
to remain in the permanent files of the board and thereafter it shall be 
unlawful, and punishable as a misdemeanor, for any person to perform 
or assist in the performance of a sterilization of the applicant or to 
produce or assist directly or indirectly in the procurement of such sterili- 
zation on such applicant and further, any such person shall be civilly 
liable for damages for the performance or the procuring directly or 
indirectly of the performance of eugenical sterilization upon such ap- 
plicant. However, nothing in this act shall be deemed to prohibit a 
physician, at the request of the applicant, his or her parent, guardian 
or custodian, from performing a sterilization procedure on the such ap- 
plicant for purely medical as distinguished from eugenical reasons. 


Section 7. This act shall be effective upon passage and approval.”;

A bill for an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified electors 
of Montana an amendment to Article XIX of the Constitution of Mon- 
tana making lawful conducting of certain games of chance by certain 
non-profit organizations and prescribing restrictions therefor.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Article XIX of the Constitution of Montana is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 2, Article XIX, games of 
change as herein provided shall be lawful from and after January 1, 
1971. 


No game of chance shall be conducted by any person, firm or 
organization, unless a license as herein provided shall have been issued 
to the firm or organization conducting such games of chance. The state 
board of equalization shall, upon application therefor on such forms 
as shall be prescribed by that body, and upon the payment of an annual 
fee of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00), issue a license for the 
conducting of games of chance to any bona-fide chartered branch or 
lodge or chapter of a national or state organization, or to any bona-fide 
religious, charitable, labor, fraternal, educational, voluntary firemen’s 
or veteran’s organization, which operates without profit to its members 
and which has been in existence continuously for a period of 5 years 
immediately prior to the making of said application for such license 
and has had during the entire 5 year period a membership engaged in 
carrying out the objects of said corporation or organization, and to 
county fair commissions, such license to expire at the end of each calendar 
year in which it was issued. 


The license issued by the board of equalization shall authorize and 
permit the licensee to conduct games of chance, restricted to the dis- 
tribution of rights to participate for a consideration and the awarding 
of prizes in the specific kind of game of chance commonly known as 
bingo, in which the prizes are awarded on the basis of designated numbers 
or symbols on a card conforming to numbers or symbols selected at 
random, and in the specific game of chance commonly known as raffles 
conducted by the drawing of prizes or the allotment of prizes by chance 
for a consideration. 


Such games of chance shall be subject to the following restrictions: 


1. The entire net proceeds from any game shall be exclusively 
devoted to the lawful purposes of organizations permitted to conduct 
such games which shall be limited to educational, charitable, patriotic, 
religious or public spirited purposes. 


2. No person except a bona-fide member of said organization may 
participate in the management or operation of any such game. 


3. No person may receive any remuneration, including salary, or 
profit from participating in the management or operation of any such 
game. 


This section is self-enacting, but laws shall be enacted supplementary 
to and in pursuance of, but not contrary to, the provisions hereof. 


Section 2. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of 
the state of Montana there shall be printed on the ballot the full title, 
section one of this act and the following words:

A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana requesting the 
Department of Public Instruction to conduct a study of the practicability 
and feasibility of establishing an educational television network in 
Montana. 


Whereas, because of its sparse population and difficult terrain, 
Montana will for the foreseeable future require many small rural schools 
where the demands of modern education placed on the teacher often 
exceed his training and ability and the teacher needs all the assistance 
possible through modern methods and media, and 


Whereas, other Montana schools face growing enrollments and a 
continuing shortage of skilled teachers in some areas, and 


Whereas, the advent of educational television has been called the 
most significant advancement in the field of education since the invention 
of the printing press, and 


Whereas, the problems of providing quality education with the re- 
sources available in our sparsely populated state can be lessened materially 
by the widespread application of televised instruction, and 


Whereas, television has great potential for the solution of educational 
problems of small schools by broadening the curricula and giving the 
teacher assistance of specialists in many fields, and 


Whereas, television also has great potential for the solution of 
educational problems resulting from increased enrollments by improving 
instruction through magnification of the most minute and _ intricate 
scientific demonstrations and avoiding duplication of courses by enabling 
large numbers of students to see and hear televised lectures at one time, 
and 


Whereas, and educational television system for Montana would not 
only aid our school systems but would also bring education to the home 
viewers, including adults who want to finish their education, shut-ins, 
professional people wishing to continue their education, and farmers 
seeking agricultural information, and 


Whereas, in 1952 the Federal Commnnications Commission reserved 
television channels for educational television, six of those channel reser- 
vations being in Montana, phe loss of which through disuse would be 
unfortunate. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That the Department of Public Instruction is requested to conduct 
a study of the practicability and feasibility of an educational television 
system for Montana and present its findings and recommendations to 
the Forty-Second Legislative Assembly. The study should include the 
potential advantage and areas in which educational television can be 
used in Montana both to strengthen and improve our educational program 
by supplementing and enriching school courses and also by providing adult 
education and training for youth out of school. The study should also 
include the feasibility of establishing an educational television network 
for Montana including the educational, technical, legal and financial 
aspects of such a network. 
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Be it further resolved, that the Secretary of the Senate is instructed 
to send a copy of this resolution to the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion.

whether rates comply with the applicable standards of this act. Such 
rules and plans may also provide for the recording and reporting of ex- 
pense experience items which are specially applicable to this state and are 
not susceptible of determination by a prorating of countrywide expense 
experience. 


(b) In promulgating such rules and plans the commissioner shall give 
due consideration to the rating systems in use in this state and, in order 
that such rules and plans may be as uniform as is practicable among the 
several states, to the rules and to the form of the plans used for such 
rating systems in other states. No insurer shall be required to record or 
report its loss experience on a classification basis that is inconsistent with 
the rating system used by it. 


(c) The commissioner may designate one or more rating organiza- 
tions or other agencies to assist him in gathering such experience and mak- 
ing compilations thereof, and such comilations shall be made available, 
subject to reasonable rules promulgated by the commissioner, to insurers 
and rating organizations.” 


And as so amended, be concurred in.

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the students are in training or instruction necessary for students to 
benefit from such training; job placement; travel of students and 
vocational education personnel while engaged in a training program; the 
acquisition, maintenance, and repair of instructional supplies, teaching 
aids and equipment; and the rental of necessary emergency facilities but 
such term does not include the construction, acquisition, or inital equip- 
ment of buildings or the acquisition or rental of land, except in relation to 
the designated area center. Post-secondary vocational-technical education 
shall include the 13th and/or 14th year or any segment thereof and beyond 
but will not include work toward a baccalaureate degree, 


(2) A ‘post-secondary vocational-technical education student’ is a 
person at least 16 years of age, and who is available for study in prepara- 
tion for entering the labor market, for re-entering the labor market, for 
employment stability or advancement in employment. 


(3) A ‘post-secondary vocational-technical area center’ is a school used 
principally for the provision of post-secondary vocational-technical educa- 
tion to persons who qualify as post-secondary vocational-technical students. 


(4) ‘Construction.’ The term ‘construction’ includes construction of 
new buildings and acquisition, expansion, remodeling, and alteration of 
existing buildings, and includes site grading, improvement, architectural 
fees, and purchase of initial equipment. 


(5) ‘Ancillary and supportive services’ shall include services and 
activities to assure quality in all vocational education programs such as 
teacher training and supervision, program evaluation, special demonstra- 
tion and experimental programs, development of instructional materials 
and curriculum, and improved state administration and leadership, in- 
cluding periodic evaluation of state and local vocational education pro- 
grams and services in light of information regarding current and projected 
manpower needs and job opportunities. 


Section 3. The state board for vocational education shall include in 
the state plan for vocational education provisions for the orderly develop- 
ment of post-secondary vocational-technical education programs. 


Section 4. A post-secondary vocational-technical education area center 
shall be designated by the state board for vocational education only 
upon direction by both houses of the state legislature. All other public 
or private schools are hereby prohibited from using this title. Upon the 
date this act takes effect, the state board for vocational education is 
directed to designate one (1) vocational-technical area center to be 
located at Havre, Montana. 


Section 5. It shall not be the purpose of this act to disrupt the present- 
ly established vocational-technical schools, school districts and community 
colleges which have been approved as program centers by the state board 
for vocational education with approved post-technical vocational-technical 
educational programs, Such program centers shall continue to share in 
program reimbursement and receive ANB benefits under the foundation 
program and charge tuition under Title 75, Chapter 43, R.C.M. 1947. The 
local administration of all post-secondary vocational-technical education 
programs shall remain with the appropriate board of trustees or regents, 
but the state board shall retain sole authority for program and budget 
approval and shall develop and publish criteria for approval. 


Section 6. Fees for the use of equipment and material used in training 
may be charged by the governing board of the post-secondary vocational- 
technical education area center and boards of program centers. 


Section 7. Any person who qualifies as a post-secondary vocational- 
technical student as defined in this act shall be admitted to the post- 
secondary vocational-technical training center, except that students who 
qualify as residents of the state of Montana as hereafter defined shall 
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be given priority in case enrollment limitations are caused by resource 
limitation. 


Section 8. Tuition shall not be charged to any resident of the state of 
Montana by the governing board of the post-secondary vocational-technical , 
education area center established pursuant to the provisions of this act. 
However, non-residents may be charged tuition at rates to be determined 
by the state board for vocational education. For the purposes of this act 
the eligibility of a student for resident status shall be determined in the 
same manner as prescribed in Sections 75-506,2 through 75-506.7, R.C.M. 
1947, except that reference to ‘units of the Montana University System’ 
shall, for the purposes of this act be considered to refer to the post- 
secondary vocational-technical education area center and program centers 
and reference to ‘high school graduates’ or ‘graduation from high school’ 
shall be considered, for the purposes of this act, to refer to a person who 
has attended schools or who was in attendance at a school. 


Section 9. The post-secondary vocational-technical education center 
shall submit a program and construction budget at such time and in such 
form as may be specified by the state board for approval by the said state 
board, but such budget shall not be required to conform to the 180 day 
school calendar so that courses shorter or longer than full-year terms 
may be offered subject to approval by the said state board. The total of 
the approved budget submitted by the post-secondary vocational-technical 
education area center together with the budget for the administration 
of the act by the state board shall constitute the total maximum approved 
budget which shall be financed as follows: 


(1) The primary source of financing is to be those funds specifically 
designated by legislative enactment for financing the post-secondary 
vocational-technical education area center in Montana. 


(2) Designated post-secondary vocational-technical education program 
centers and the area center shall be eligible to receive such funds from 
the federal government as the state board for vocational education may 
provide pursuant to applicable acts of Congress. 


(3) If the aggregate fund provided by the above sources of revenue 
do not provide one hundred per cent (100%) financing of the maximum 
approved budget hereinbefore specified, the remaining deficiency shall 
be financed from any state funds appropriated by the legislature for 
post-secondary vocational-technical education. 


Section 10. The state board for vocational-technical education shall 
determine the amount of funding available under this act. The state board 
may approve budgets for programs and ancillary services. 


Section 11. The treasurer of the state of Montana is hereby designated 
as the custodian of all federal or state funds designated, appropriated or 
apportioned for the post-secondary vocational-technical education area 
center. At the direction of the state board for vocational education he shall 
disburse all monies appropriated. All funds received from any federal or 
state source for the establishment, support, maintenance or furtherance 
of post-secondary vocational-technical education in the state shall be 
deposited with the state treasurer. 


Section 12. Any school district, county high school or other institution 
and/or their governing boards which receives designation by the state 
board, upon direction of the legislature, as a post-secondary vocational- 
technical education area center shall be governed exculsively by the pro- 
visions of this act with regard to the conduct of all post-secondary 
vocational-technical education area center programs. This. act shall be 
authoritative in any circumstance in which it would appear to conflict 
with the provisions of any other chapter of the Revised Codes of Montana. 


Section 18. 75-4804. Tuition charges. There may be a tuition charge 
for attendance at [an area] vocational-technical [school] program centers. 
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The rate of tuition may be fixed by the agency operating the school, 
subject to approval by the state board for vocational education. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(1) For a resident of Montana under twenty-one (21) years of age, 
the tuition may not exceed four hundred dollars ($400) per year. 


(2) No tuition charge shall be made for a student under twenty-one 
(21) years of age who resides in the county in which he attends an area 
vocational-technical [school] program center. 


(3) The tuition charge for a student under twenty-one (21) years 
of age who resides in another county in Montana shall be paid by the 
county of residence. 


(a) Upon entering [an area] a vocation-technical [school] program 
center, such student must notify the county superintendent of the county 
of his residence of the school to be attended, and must apply for approval 
of such attendance. The county superintendent, upon verifying the admis- 
sion of the student to the [school] program center, shall approve his 
application. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(b) Tuition for any period of attendance between July 1 and June 30 
is an obligation of the county of residence for the following year, in 
such amount as the state board for vocational education may approve. 


(c) Before July 15 of the year following the year of attendance, the 
agency operating the [school] program center shall notify the county 
superintendent of the county where the[school] program center is located 
of the names and home addresses of all out-of-county students, with the 
approved amount of tuition due for each. The county superintendent 
shall transmit this information to the county superintendents of the 
counties where all such students reside. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) : 


(d) The procedure for budgeting and paying high school tuition set 
forth in Section 75-4230, R.C.M. 1947, as amended, shall be used to budget 
and pay tuition for vocational students, provided, however, that the rates 
and attendance periods for high school attendance shall not apply to 
vocational students. 


(4) For a student who is not a resident of Montana, the procedure 
for tuition payment shall be established by the state board for vocational 
education. In lieu of individual payment the state board may negotiate a 
tuition agreement with the appropriate educational agency of the state 
of the students residence. 


Section 14. Sections 75-4801, 75-4308, and 75-4808, R.C.M. 1947 are 
hereby repealed.”

I am returning without my signature Senate Bill No. 189 which would 
authorize the creation of planning districts within counties. The intent of 
this legislation is praiseworthy, and I am in accord with the ultimate ob- 
jectives sought to be achieved; however, I believe that the method adopted 
for achieving the ends would result in vast fragmentation and confusion of 
a very necessary program which does not even now have the degree of 
unity it needs. I believe that if Montana is to progress, planning agencies 
from the state through the local level must be highly coordinated. 


Senate Bill No. 139 would permit the creation of an undetermined 
number of local boards which could never reasonably be brought into inte- 
grated operation within the several counties. There would be no possibility 
that their efforts could be harmonized with those of the State Planning 
Department. I must, therefore, regretfully decline to concur in this piece 
of legislation.

Further, any loss to the general fund, which this Bill would ac- 
complish, is untenable this session when money is so badly needed.

Sirs: 


I am returning without my signature Senate Bill No. 155 which would 
change the existing method of comupting retirement allowances for 
judges. Members of our state judiciary now receive a retirement allowance 
calculated according to the current salary paid for the office. Senate 
Bill No. 155 would limit future retirement allowances to the salary re- 
ceived by the judge on the date of his retirement. 


The present system permits increases in retirement when the 
legislature sees fit to increase the salary of the office, thereby automatic- 
ally allowing for the increased costs created by inflation and the constantly 
rising costs of living. It would be desirable if the retirement incomes 
of all retired state employees could be computed on a similar basis. 
Funds are not now available to treat all retired state employees in this 
‘way; but, I am informed that ample funds are available to permit judges 
retirement allowances to be increased when salaries are increased. I feel 
that this small benefit should not be denied to the members of our 
judiciary.

Dear Sirs: 


I herewith return House Bill No. 400 without my signature. During 
most of my adult life I have been actively involved in law enforcement. I 
have seen the condition of the State of Montana when wide-open gambling 
was illegal but tolerated, when it was purportedly legalized, and when it 
was declared illegal. In the days when illegal gambling was tolerated, the 
game called Keno or Bingo was, in my observations, the most vicious of 
all types of chance. 


I am struck by the similarity between House Bill No. 400 and Chapter 
142 of the Laws of 1945, which attempted to legalize and control slot 
machines. As I, and many of you, remember, that law was found to be 
impossible of enforcement, and the professional gambler was soon flourish- 
ing in the area supposedly reserved for charitable, fraternal and non- 
profit associations. As a lawyer and long-time law enforcement official, 
I can see wide openings for similar abuses under House Bill No. 400. 


In Montana, as elsewhere, our law enforcement people are already 
overburdened. This fact, in itself, would make this kind of legislation 
impossible to keep under control. 


Our time, as legislators and executives should, in my judgment, be 
spent in strengthening our most fundamental document, the Constitution. 
I believe that a measure such as House Bill No. 400 would weaken our 
Constitution and our laws. I will not, therefore, concur in this measure.

A resolution of the Senate of the state of Montana asking the Montana 
congressional delegation to request the United States Department of Agri- 
culture to review the marketing of Montana wheat and to reactivate the 
national loan rate study committee to evaluate changes which would provide 
equitable loan rates for Montana wheat. 


WHEREAS, the production of wheat is important to the present and 
future economy of Montana, and 


WHEREAS, the grain farmers in Montana are in a difficult cost price 
situation which is slowing our entire economy, and 


WHEREAS, the cash market price of wheat in Montana relates signifi- 
cantly to the Commodity Credit Corporation loan rates which are based 
on the Minneapolis terminal price as established by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, and 


WHEREAS, the major wheat market for both domestic consumption 
and exports has shifted from the Minneapolis terminal to terminals on 
the West Coast, and 


WHEREAS, Montana hard premium wheat has a higher cash value 
than the present Portland, Oregon terminal price which is for soft white 
wheat, and 


WHEREAS, Portland, Oregon has become an established terminal and 
export outlet for all types of wheat including much of the Montana pro- 
duction, and 


WHEREAS, the relationship of the Portland terminal price for soft 
wheat and the Minneapolis terminal price for hard wheat does not give 
Montana farmers a realistic base for the cash value of our wheat in rela- 
tion to present Commodity Credit Corporation loan rates, and 


WHEREAS, exports of Montana wheat contribute to a favorable trade 
balance for the United States which helps our entire economy, and 
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WHEREAS, higher prices were negotiated for the International Grain 
Agreement which should reflect in higher county loan rates, and 


WHEREAS, these should be raised without additional cost to the 
federal treasury because we now have an inverse export subsidy situation 
because of the low prices for our wheat. 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana:

[and] playgrounds, and state highways, and such state highway sales or 
transfers [must] may be made by reference to the plat or plan con- 
templated by Section 32-2413, R.C.M., 1947, on file and the numbers 
of the lots and blocks or parcels. Said plat or plan contemplated by Section 
32-2413, R.C.M., 1947, shall be of a scale not less than one inch equals four 
hundred feet and have attached a certified copy of the State Highway 
Commission resolution establishing the location or reconstruction of such 
highway and shall be recorded in the office of the proper county clerk 
and recorder in a separate book kept for that purpose. The commission 
shall, at its expense, furnish each county clerk and recorder with an ap- 
propriate book which shall be indexed by project number, parcel number, 
cross-indexed by name of the owner affected.

A resolution of the Senate of the state of Montana requesting the 
legislative council study the need for regulations in the sale and use of 
pesticides and study the feasibility of establishing and staffing a single 
state supported laboratory for the detection of pesticides and other adult- 
erants to recommend such plans and programs as are necessary to provide 
the consumer with adequate protection without undue hardship to the agri- 
cultural industry. 
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WHEREAS, improper use of pesticides can constitute a hazard to the 
health of man and animals; and 


WHEREAS, the use of pesticides according to the specifications on a 
legally applied label can aid the producer to economically grow and market 
a high quality product; and 


WHEREAS, there is considerable confusion and misunderstanding relat- 
ing to federal regulations of manufacturing, labeling and selling pesticides; 
and 


WHEREAS, there is as great a need to prevent the pesticidal con- 
tamination of produce by private individuals as there is by commercial 
pest control operators; and 


WHEREAS, there is a need to monitor produce subject to pesticidal 
contamination from any source; and 


WHEREAS, the qualitative and quanitative determination of pesticides 
and their breakdown products in parts per million, as now required, is 
extremely difficult and complex; and 


WHEREAS, very expensive, highly sophisticated laboratory equipment 
is needed for the determinations; and 


WHEREAS, this equipment may become obsolete in a short time and 
have to be replaced; and 


WHEREAS, highly trained personnel are necessary to operate said

That the Montana Outfitters and Dude Ranchers Association, the 
Wilderness Guides Association, and the Bitterroot Outfitter Group coopera- 
tively study the needs for proper outfitter legislation and prepare for 
presentation to the 1971 legislature a proposal establishing an outfitter 
board, and such other laws as may be necessary: to properly define and 
regulate outfitters and guides in Montana for the protection of health, 
safety, welfare, and level of services furnished to guests of licensed Mon- 
tana outfitters, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all licensed outfitters in the state 
of Montana be supplied with a copy of the resulting proposal not later 
than July 1, 1970, and advised that this proposal will be submitted to the 
Senate of the state of Montana for consideration, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the aforementioned organizations 
present this proposal to the Montana Senate by January 7, 1971, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of State is directed 
to send a copy of this resolution to the President of the Montana Outfitters 
and Dude Ranchers Association, the President of the Montana Wilderness 
Guides Association, the President of the Bitterroot Outfitter Group, and 
to each currently licensed outfitter in the state of Montana.

Senate Resolution No. 29.

A resolution of the Senate of the state of Montana directing the gov-

WHEREAS, because more time is needed to study, consider, and 
analyze these budgets, the executive budget and long-range building pro- 
gram should be presented to the legislators by the third week of November 
next preceding the year in which a Legislative Session is to be held. 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That the governor is directed to complete the executive budget and 
long-range building program by October of the year next preceding the 
year when there is to be a Legislative Session.

. . I am returning without my signature. Senate Bill No. 214. 
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This bill would remove much of the power and authority over con- 
struction and operation of county road systems in larger counties from 
the office of the county surveyor. This would, in my judgment be a 
serious step backwards in an important area of public service. 


The counties affected by this measure would be the largest counties 
which have the most extensive county road systems. Most of these 
counties, too, have inter-state primary and secondary state highways 
with which the county road systems are linked. Planning and construction 
of roads in these areas requires specialized skill which the county surveyor, 
as a professional engineer, must possess. 


Road and highway construction becomes more complex with every 
passing year. Every agency working in the field, federal, state and 
local, has great difficulty finding and holding qualified people who can 
keep up with the ever growing demand for new roads and highways. 


It appears to me that this is an area where those professionally 
trained people we are fortunate enough to have are particularly needed 
and should be in control. For this reason I believe it would hurt, rather 
than help, our county road systems to remove them from the profes- 
sional hands in which they now rest.

Dear Sirs: 


The Constitution of the State of Montana directs that I deliver a 
message at the beginning of each session of the Legislature. 


It is necessary to proclaim an extraordinary session of the 41st 
Legislature. The reason that this session was called immediately on 
the close of the regular session is the failure of the Legislature in regular 
session to provide funds to assure operation of state government between 
now and June 30th of this year. At this writing, twenty-five agencies of 
state government are completely without funds, or shortly will have 
exhausted monies required for salaries and general service operations. 
They include: The Department of Agriculture, the office of Secretary of 
State, the Department of Administration, the state hospital at Galen, the 
Law Library, the Mountain View School, the office of the Governor. the 
Department of Public Welfare, the state hospital at Warm Springs, 
Montana State Prison, the Department of Lands and Investments, the 
Highway Safety director, the state Children’s Center, and the Livestock 
Sanitary Board. 


I consider passage of the supplemental appropriation a matter of 
utmost urgency, and urge you to make this item your first order of 
business. 


I am aware that of all the items making up the more than 2 million 
dollars requested in the supplemental appropriation measure, my request 
for operation of the Governor’s office and mansion has been the object 
of considerable attention by some members of the House of Representa- 
tives. This requested item was for $64,229.00, only 2.39% of the total of 
more than 2 million dollars, but apparently has been the chief point ‘of 
controversy which has prevented action on the entire bill. 


The attention of this Assembly was directed to the fact that the 
preceding administration exhausted $66,533.53, or almost 79% of all 
funds available to the Governor’s office for fiscal 1968-69. Furthermore, 
$52,404.27, or 86.6% of all funds for the salary account was expended 
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before I assumed the office of Governor, leaving a balance of $8,067.73. 
My staff and I are presently at work without hope of being paid at the 
close of the present pay period March 14. 


In my State of the State message to the 41st Legislature, I requested 
strengthening of the Governor’s office to bring management back to the 
operation of state government. The opposite has occurred. 


I am pleased to note the regular session of this Legislature enacted 
House Bill 610, to immediately provide for a study of executive reorgani- 
zation of state government. However, I remind you I must have adequate 
staff and sufficient funds to function effectively with the study. Since the 
study is expected to begin prior to the close of this fiscal year, I have 
requested sufficient funds in the supplemental appropriation. 


It is also my belief that the members of the extraordinary session 
of the 41st Legislature should determine the precise needs of state govern- 
ment in the next biennium and enact legislation to provide for those needs 
at the earliest possible date. 


During the course of the regular legislative session, a variety of 
appropriation measures were enacted. Some of these measures have been 
signed by me. Otthers are awaiting signature. In view of these circum- 
stances, I believe the best interests of our citizens can be served if all 
additional appropriation matters are determined before consideration is 
given to other legislation. The remaining legislation may be considered at 
this extraordinary session, or at a later time, depending upon the wishes 
of the members of this Assembly. 


I wish to make a final recommendation: I ask that you fund the 
Department of Planning and Economic Development for the next biennium 
in accordance with the request contained in House Bill 595 as amended. 
Montana’s future may depend in large measure upon the role this impor- 
tant agency is permitted to play. It is my belief the request should be 
honored and the activity fully funded. Failing that, the Department 
should be abolished. 


In my State of the State address, I said: ' 


“We must work resolutely and diligently to eliminate the partisan 
bickering which has plagued past sessions.” 


In my judgment, this can be achieved in the fashion I have set forth 
in this message.

Dear Sirs: 
House Bill 610, enacted into law by the regular session of the 
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Forty-first Legislative Assembly, provides for a comprehensive study of 
the reorganization of the executive branch of state government far beyond 
any study of the past. 


Recognizing that previous similar studies to reorganize and re- 
structure the executive branch through amendment of the statutes alone 
has met with no success, I recommend consideration of a Constitutional 
amendment, to be submitted to the electorate at the general election 
in 1970, requiring that the executive branch be organized into not 
more than twenty (20) principal departments and that new powers and 
duties assigned by the Legislature in the future-be allocated to one of 
the principal departments. 


I wholehartedly agree with the concept that lasting and meaningful 
reorganization of the executive branch cannot be achieved without changes 
in the Constitution. 


The experience of the State of Colorado demonstrates that a proposal 
such as the one I am herewith recommending can provide an efficient and 
orderly means of streamlining the executive branch. 


_To be sure, the State of Colorado encountered much of the same 
resistance we have experienced in its previous efforts at executive 
reorganization. Colorado had as many agencies, departments and com- 
missions as Montana presently has. As the result of executive reorganiza- 
tion, it now functions much more efficiently with seventeen (17) princi- 
pal departments. 


It should be understood that the proposal I offer today is not directed 
at any of the Constitutional officers in Montana. It is directed at consoli- 
dation of the myriad of loosely-knit agencies and departments in state 
government. 


Bureaucratic self-interest has been the chief obstacle to executive 
reorganization. A directive from the people of Montana, such as approval 
of the Constitutional amendment I have proposed, would remove this 
obstacle. I am reminded of the remarks of an agency head in the State of 
Mississippi, when he was asked to comment on reorganization efforts 
in that state: 


“T think this is one of the very best things that has ever 
been done in the State of Mississippi and I have long been 
of the opinion that this work should have been accomplished 
in the past. However, my department is of a type, character 
and kind that cannot be consolidated with any other agency, 
as its duties and functions are unique, and a reduction of 
personnel or a transfer of any duties of this department would 
work a hardship and prevent certain citizens from receiving 
benefits to which they are entitled.’’*

I recommend that the people of the State of Montana tell us what the 
final posture of our reorganization efforts should be and thus, hopefully, 
remove the cause of bureaucratic infighting from the picture.

It is evident to me that the members of the Legislative and Executive 
branches of Montana state government lack sufficient reliable information 
about how the taxation process relates to the financial needs of the State, 
the counties, the cities and the school districts. 


Furthermore, sufficient reliable information is lacking as to the rela- 
tive burden on our people and whether those best able to pay are assuming 
their full responsibility while those least able to pay are not being finan- 
cially penalized. 


Therefore, I recommend to the members of this assembly that a study 
be initiated through the Bureau of Business and Economic Research at the 
University of Montana, Missoula, to develop useful data and analytical 
material which would be made available to members of the Legislature, the 
Governor and the taxpayers of Montana. 


I urge that monies be made available in this Extraordinary Session to 
secure federal matching funds for this purpose. It is my hope the proposed 
study could begin at the earliest possible time. 


It is my sincere belief that until up-to-date factual data concerning 
taxation and economic growth projections can be secured, we cannot antici- 
pate intelligent, rational and deliberate consideration of fiscal matters and 
may expect more of the type of impasse which has been experienced in the 
40th and 41st Legislatures.
